Rhodes Agonizes On impeachment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
taking issue with Senate Demo­ 
cratic leaders and two conserv­ 
ative supporters of President 
Nixon's policies, said today an 
impeachment trial would have 
to start over if this Congress 
ended without a verdict. 
Jackson, a probable Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate in 
1976, said that he did not think 
there was any question that the 
entire impeachment process — 
inclu d in g the p re lim in a ry 
House invesgiation —would 
have to start over if the pro­ 
ceedings dragged on to 12:01 
p.m. EDT on Jan 3, 1975, when 
the two-year tenure of the 93rd 
Congress expires. 
Jackson's view was in direct 
conflict with that of Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field of Montana and his assist­ 
ant, Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia. They contended that a

though some senators would not 
take office until Jan. 3. 
The Senate is in the process 
of trying to shape the rules 
under which it will try Nixon if. 
as expected, the House votes 
impeachment.

“Yes, I do.” he replied. “ I 
don’t think there is any ques­ 
tion qbout it.”

Could Next Senate Continue 
Nixon's Impeachment Trial? 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - 
House Republican leader John 
J. Rhodes was portrayed today 
as anguished over whether to 
call for President Nixon’s im­ 
peachment. 
Another influential conserva­ 
tive Republican, Rep. John M. 
Ashbrook of Ohio, predicted 
Nixon would be impeached by a 
3-1 margin in the House. 


Ashbrook, who endorsed im­ 
peachment over the weekend, 
said the President would go into 
a Senate trial as an underdog 
and would be “hard pressed” to 


find the 34 Senate votes re­ 
quired to stay in office. 


&ixon resumed today the 
time consuming task of listen­ 
ing to Watergate tapes to be 
turned over to a federal court. 
Deputy Press Secretary Ger­ 
ald L. Warren said Nixon put 
off a morning meeting with his 
economic advisers so he could 
listen to the tapes and so that 
the aides could have more time 
to prepare their reports. 
Warren and other White 
House assistants again denied 
Nixon planned to resign. But 


Dairy Group Pleads Guilty, 
Draws Contributions Fine 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
nation’s largest milk coopera­ 
tive pleaded guilty and was 
fined the maximum $35,000 to­ 
day for conspiracy and making 
illegal campaign contributions 
to both Republicans and Demo­ 
crats. 
The charges stated that Asso­ 
ciated Milk Producers Inc. 
(AMPI) gave corporate funds to 
the political campaigns of such 
Democrats as Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Edmund S. Mu- 
skie as well as to Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, 
President Nixon’s 
personal lawyer and a chief 
fundraiser for his 1972 reelec­ 
tion campaign. 
It was AM P i’s contributions 
and a pledge of $2 million to 
Nixon’s campaign that prompt­ 


ed Watergate prosecutors to 
look into milk producers’ dona­ 
tions and led to the indictment 
earlier this week of former 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally. 


“We've learned the bitter ex­ 
perience by giving too much 
power to a few,” AMPI lawyer 
E. C. Heininger said during the 
court proceedings. He said the 
40,000 AMPI mem bers from 
Minnesota to Texas “are going 
to bear the cross of this for 
years to come. ” 
Heininger said the manage­ 
ment of AMPI had changed 
since the offenses took place. 
AMPI was charged on one 
count, punishable by a $10,000

as he had a similar one in 
pretrial argum ents, and the 
prosecution resumed presenta­ 
tion of the last of its witnesses. 


San Rafael 
General Plan 
Is Drafted

The San Rafael Planning 
Commission — after meeting in 
27 public sessions to revise and 
refine an inch-thick general 
plan proposed in January by 
consultants Duncan and Jones 
— has drafted a 22-page version 
of the document. 
The plan, published in tabloid 
edition and distributed this 
week to every residence in the 
San Rafael planning area, is a 
compendium of proposals by 
com m issioners, consultants, 
city staff and citizens 
The commission, after airing 
the document in a public hear­ 
ing set for 9:30 a.m. Saturday 
in city hall, is expected to 
approve the plan and pass it to 
the city council. 
The proposal is similar in 
some respects to the document 
subm itted 
by 
Duncan 
and 
Jones. There are. however, 
sweeping differences, with the 
commission deleting or sub­ 
stantially revising several key 
proposals. 
The commission’s plan aban­ 
dons consultant proposals for 
underground 
people-movers 
downtown, a downtown “multi­ 
modal” transportation hub and 
a major new freeway inter­ 
change near Second Street. 
The commission’s plan also 
abandons the consultant propos­ 
als for an annual growth quota, 
encouraging duplex and triplex 
units in single-family residen­ 
tial neighborhoods, and boost­ 
ing the proportion of moderate 
and low income housing in San 
Rafael. 
Most extensive revision is ap­ 
parent in commission drafts of 
the housing and transportation 
elem e n ts. The c o n s u lta n ts’ 
housing chapter was angrily 
rejected by the commission in 
May after city officials de­ 
clared it failed to reflect com­ 
mission viewpoints. City staff 
rewrote the chapter. 
The commission plan, in re­ 
jecting notions of growth quo­ 
tas. proposes instead to control 
residential growth by linking it 
with environm ental “ holding 
capacity" and availability of 
services. “The appropriate den­ 
sities in the built-up and newly 
developing areas will be deter­ 
mined based upon a thorough 


Reinecke Says He7!! 
Resign Voluntarily 


No Date Suggested By 
Lieutenant Governor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Republican Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke, convicted last week of lying to a Senate 
committee, announced today he will voluntarily 
quit his office. 
In a five paragraph state­ 
ment delivered to newsmen, 
Reinecke said Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger has ruled 
that “ I may continue to serve 
as lieutenant governor until the 
judgement is entered. 


“I would like to publicly state 
that the office of lieutenant 
governor will never have to be 
vacated through legal action by 
the state. I will voluntarily re­ 
sign prior to such an action 
being necessary.” 


In a prepared statement, the 
50-year-old state official and 
one-time heir-apparent to Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan did not say 
precisely when he would resign. 


Reinecke issued the sta te­ 
ment a few minutes before 
Younger, a fellow Republican, 
called a news conference to 
publicly disclose his opinion on 
whether or not and for how long 


the lieutenant governor could 
remain in office. 
Only yesterday, Democratic 
Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., his party’s nominee 
for governor, demanded that 
Reinecke resign immediately. 
“The news media, the gener­ 
al public and other state elected 
officials have been considerate 
of my situation, my rights and 
my continued ability to function 
as lieutenant governor, and I 
thank them for their fairness,” 
Reinecke said. 
He insisted again he was "ab­ 
solutely not guilty” of perjury 
and repeated that he ordered 
his lawyers to “take every pos­ 
sible legal step to get the deci­ 
sion reversed.” 
The state constitution ex­ 
cludes convicted perjurers from 
holding office, but legal ques­ 
tions have surfaced on when the 
prohibition was effective at the 


time a jury returns its verdict, 
or when a sentence was formal­ 
ly imposed or when appeals 
were exhausted. 
Reinecke told reporters yes­ 
terday that “I want to serve out 
my term. I was elected to a 
four year term, and I intend to 
serve it out unless precluded by 
law/” 
In his statement today, he 
said there was never “ any 
question in my own mind that I 
would not abide by the law and 
constitution of the state of Cali­ 
fornia, and it was at my re­ 
quest that the attorney general 
studied this issue.” 
Reinecke was convicted of 
one count of perjury in connec­ 
tion with his 1972 testimony to 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee regarding his knowledge of 
an offer by International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co. to 
help finance the GOP National 
Convention then planned for 
San Diego. 
Meantime in Washington. Re- 
inecke’s attorneys asked that 
his conviction be reversed. In a 
motion filed in U.S. District 
Court, they contended the testi­ 
mony on which he was convict­ 
ed was "literally true” and 
should not be considered perju­ 
ry.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Fou r 
million children across the na­ 
tion are affected by hy peractiv ­ 
ity which resu lts in learning 
problem s and aggressiv e and 
u npredictable behav ior, accord­ 
ing to a noted allergist. 


Dr. Ben F. Feingold, chief 
em eritu s of the D epartm ent of 
Allergy at K aiser-Perm a nente 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co, discu ssed the “epidem ic” of 
hy peractiv ity in testim ony y es­ 
terday at a state Senate Edu ca­ 
tion Comm ittee hearing. 
Feingold declared hy peractiv ­ 
ity is a “ seriou s situ ation of 
epidem ic proportion that is u n­ 
derm ining the v ery fiber of ou r 
children and 
threatening the 
stability of ou r fu tu re genera­ 
tions." 
He d escribed hy perac tiv e 
children as “com parable to a 
rev v ed u p motor with the throt­ 
tle stu ck.” 
Feingold recom m ended foods 
containing 
artificial 
flav oring 
or coloring be clearly labeled to 
help solv e the problem. 
He has reported su ccessfu l 
treatm ent of hy peractiv ity by 
altering a child’s diet to remov e 
foods with artificial flav oring or 
coloring and other su bstances 
su ch as aspirin. 
He estim ated that u ltim ately 
40 to 60 per cent of the cases 
can be treated su ccessfu lly with 
su ch a diet. 
Until recently m ost hy perac­ 
tiv e children, whose behav ior 
disru pts classroom s, hav e been 
treated with the u se of stimu -, 
lants su ch as am phetam ines. 
The stim u latnts hav e the effect 
of calm ing the children, bu t 
some medical au thorities con­ 
tend many children, who are 
not actu ally hy peractiv e, are 
being wrongfu lly dru gged. 
The problem affects 70,000 to 
360,000 
California 
y ou ngsters, 
said a Senate Edu cation Com­ 
m ittee staff report. 
The report added “ that in 
some cases school 
personnel 
hav e encou raged dru g treat­ 
ment of hy peractiv ity bey ond 
their

chemical 
therapy to alter a 
child's behav ior to conform to 
acceptable’ classroom condu ct 
raises grav e moral qu estions.”

The others all come in the 
middle of conversations that 
dealt solely with the bugging 
scandal. 
Sirica must rule on all of 
Nixon's assertions of privilege. 
Last fall he did uphold several 
such claims and did not pass on 
the disputed segments to Ja ­ 
worski.

A draft of San R afael’s gener­ 
al plan proposed by the city

N orm an H igby, spokesm an 
for the Home and Business 
Preservation League, said sev­ 
eral hundred league m em bers 
are expected to appear at a 
public hearing at 9:30 a.m. 
Saturday in city hall to protest 
various aspects of the plan. 
Among league concerns is a 
proposal by the commission to 
fre e z e a ss e sse d v a lu a tio n 
throughout the city and use 
revenues resulting from future 
increases to subsidize low and 
m oderate income housing, Hig­ 
by said. 
A league newsletter claims 
the proposal amounts to crea­ 
tion of a new “ city agency” 
that would be empowered to 
“ issue bonds, trade parcels of 
p ro p erty to builders, reduce 
taxes on their own properties, 
give concessions to themselves, 
m ake deals, low er in te re st 
ra te s .. . Experience indicates 
graft often enters into such a 
program ." 
Higby also said the league 
opposes any expansion of the 
city redevelopment agency as 
proposed in the p'an. 
Higby also said the league is 
urging a “ land capability anal­ 
ysis” before open space bond 
money is spent, and said that 
bond money should be spent for 
m aintenance of open space 
lands, including firefigh ting 
equipment, as well as land.

set. Harding proposed, to pre­ 
vent overheating of the earth's 
atmosphere. Even a few de­ 
grees increase can lead to ca­ 
tastro p hic clim atic changes, 
such as melting of the polar ice 
caps, he argued. 
Siding with Harding was Neill 
Smith, Tiburón architect and 
founder of Marin Environm en­ 
tal Cooperative. 
To continue 
using energy at the current 
rate, he declared, “ is comm it­ 
ting social suicide.” 
The only alternative. Smith 
said, 
is to “find a balance 
based on the biological balance 
of the e a rth .” E ith er stop 
trying to squeeze the last drop 
of energy out of the earth, he 
said, or face “ a totally downhill 
direction.” 
Defending the energy indus­ 
try were Hugo Simens, a safety 
engineer for B echtel Corp., 
builder of power plants, and Kit 
Newton of P acific Gas and 
Electric Company’s public in­ 
formation office. Both agreed 
on the need to conserve energy, 
but argued the public would not 
tolerate it if the energy indus­ 
try failed to meet its demand 
for energy. 
M odern a g ric u ltu re u ses 
enormous amounts of energy, 
Simens noted, yet “ a lot of it 
goes to feed the starving mil­ 
lions of the world.” It takes 10 
calories of energy in chemicals, 
machinery and transportation 
to produce one calorie of ener­ 
gy in an agricultural crop, he 
said. 
Smith 
interjected that this 
ratio “ shows how out of kilter 
we are from natural process­ 
e s.” 
Simens insisted that the de­ 
mand for energy “ is the con­ 
sensus speaking — it's what the 
people w ant.” Arguing nuclear 
power plants can be safe, he 
said the alternative of getting 
oil-from domestic shale would 
m ean "tearing down the Rocky 
M ountains.” 
It would be far better to 
spend billions building nuclear 
power plants than giving it to 
the Arabs for oil, Simens as­ 
serted. 
Newton added that “ we’re the 
Arabs of the coal world,” but 
said most of it is reachable only 
by massive and “environmen­ 
tally objectionable” strip min­ 
ing. Other possible sources of 
energy such as the sun will not 
be engineered for several dec­ 
ades, thus nuclear power plants 
must fill the gap in the interim, 
he said. 


m aintaining the city’s current 
mix of m oderate and low in­ 
come housing. Among them is a 
proposal to allocate property 
tax revenue from increased as­ 
sessm ents throughout the city 
to fund “ nonprofit housing, 
ren tal or in te re st subsidies, 
land banking and subsidy fi­ 
nancing.” 


This controversial system of 
tax increm ent financing is used 
by the city redevelopm ent 
agency, and was at the heart of 
the controversy over agency 
formation. 


Says the plan: “ The City of 
San Rafael, with the exclusion 
of the present redevelopment 
area, can be declared a tax 
increm ent district allowing a 
percentage of the revenues to 
be returned to the city for use 
in subsidizing housing rental or 
p u rc h a s e , p u b lic im p ro v e ­ 
ments, and the acquisition of 
land for the construction of 
housing.” 


The commission plan recom ­ 
mends the redevelopment agen­ 
cy assum e a broad role in 
municipal affairs. “ It need not 
be limited to the downtown 
project area; it could establish 
project areas elsewhere in the 
city to accomplish sim ilar pub­ 
lic purposes.” 


The commission plan recom­ 
mends that downtown traffic 
congestion be eased by a new 
roadway running along a rail­ 
road spur from A and Second 
streets through East San Rafael 
to Bellam and Andersen drives. 


The commission also recom ­ 
mends creation of about four 
m ile s 
of 
p a v ed 
ro a d w a y 
through undeveloped lands for 
use by municipal safety vehi­ 
cles in emergencies. 


The plan is based on six goals 
sim ilar in scope to those of the 
Marin 
County General Plan, 
and proposes 14 “ basic poli­ 
cies.” The policies include crea­ 
tion of a greenbelt open space 
system, encouragem ent of local 
groups to engage in neighbor­ 
hood planning and a require­ 
ment “ that all public and pri­ 
vate proposals which are likely 
to alter the environment signifi­ 
cantly should explicitly show 
cause why such changes are 
justified.” 


Other highlights of the com­ 
mission plan include. 


A proposal that environmen­ 
tal h azard s and geo-seism ic 
data should play a m ajor part 
in determ ining land use and a 
req u irem en t th a t developers 
perform various levels of “ geo- 
technical analysis” for develop­ 
ment on sites within various 
environmental “ risk zones” . 
A proposal that the San Ra­ 
fael Canal be converted into a 
“ w ater-oriented re creatio n al 
open space use are,” and a 
proposal that the bayshore east 
of Highway 17 be converted into 
a w ater-oriented recreatio n al 
area, perhaps including a boat 
harbor. 
A proposal that urban devel­ 
opment be intensified in down­ 
town San Rafael and in the 
N o rth g a te sh o p p in g c e n te r 
area. 
The commission plan includes 
no cost estim ate of the propos­ 
als it makes.

Members of both parties said 
the House had a constitutional 
obligation to weigh and pass 
upon whether the evidence w ar­ 
rants im peachment. 
Ashbrook said he could un­ 
derstand why the White House 
would consider such a plan. If 
Nixon is impeached by an over­ 
whelming House vote, that will 
help seal his doom in the Sen­ 
ate, he said. 
In any event, Ashbrook pre­ 
dicted that about 70 of the 187

TOO EXPENSIVE, NO JOBS 
Arkansas Rainmaker Moving On 


NORTH LITTLE ROCK, Ark. 
(UPI) — Homer Berry, the Ar­ 
kansas rainmaker who claims 
he tan air condition a city or 
order up a cloudburst, has fold­ 
ed lip his umbrella. 
He no longer rides around 
dusty cottonfields in his pickup 
truck stoking a 50-gallon drum 
of silver iodide to produce rain. 
Despite a near drought in the 
Southwest, and lack of a good 
gully-washing rain in Arkansas 
in weeks, Berry said he has 
received only one call for his 
services. 
“That was about a week ago 
when a coupla big farmers 
down below Pine Bluff called 
me," he said. “The next day 
they got a scattered shower so 
they didn't need me then.” 
Berry, 68, a retired Air Force 
major, plans to stow his rain­ 
coat and move to arid Arizona. 
He says he’s been making it 
rain for 28 years but hasn't 
taken on a commercial rain- 
making job in about two years. 
He said he's out of the rain 
business, except for a close 
friend or someone who “stuck 
by me in the early days." 
“The only thing that could get 
me. out again would be for 
someone who did me a favor or 
for someone who believed in me 
in the early days when I was 
just starting,” he said. “ I don’t 
advertise any more." 
Four years ago, Berry rolled 
his .banged-up red pickup into 
Aspermont, Tex., where he had 
a $10,000 contract to bring five 
inches of rain. It fell three 
in<#|£'s short. 
The Texas Water Develop­ 
ment Board later told Berry he 
could be jailed for trying to 
modify weather without a per­ 
mit. 
“7 hate to dub myself a 
weather control authority," he 
said during his West Texas 
attempts. “ But I can stop a 
storm and I can bring on a hail. 
I can bring snow in winter or 
summer. I can raise the tem­ 
perature in the winter and low­ 
er it in the summer.” 
Berry said he’s retiring be­ 
cause his eyes were damaged 
b y “ stirring that pot” for so 
many- years. He also said the 
price of the silver-based chemi­ 
cal- has increased so much it 
makes the operation too expen­ 
sive for many farmers. 
An “air dynamics expert" 
while in the Air Force, Berry 
said, he took up rainmaking as a 
hobby after suffering a heart 
attack. He first started in 1946 
and “ really got going good" in 
1947 out West. 
He once tried to contract with

Magee's 
Sentencing 
Is Delayed 


SAN JOSE (AP) — U.S. Su­ 
preme Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas has ordered an indefi­ 
nite stay in the sentencing of 
San Quentin convict Ruchell 
Magee for the 1970 Marin Coun­ 
ty courthouse escape try in 
which four persons died. 


Magee was to have been sen­ 
tenced today. 


Douglas notified the Santa 
Clara County Superior Court 
clerk yesterday that he was 
studying Magee's appeal of a 
state court decision prohibiting 
him from reversing a guilty 
plea to the charge of aggravat­ 
ed kidnaping. 
Magee, 34, pleaded guilty 
during trial preliminaries here 
last month, but three days later 
asked Judge William Ingram to 
let him withdraw the plea. 


Magee told the judge he had 
been so frustrated over not 
being allowed to serve as his 
awn counsel that he decided to 
plead guilty “to get it all over 
with.” 
Ingram refused to allow the 
convict to reverse his plea, and 
Magee launched a series of 
appeals. 
The charge against Magee 
stems from an August, 1970 
attempted escape from the Ma­ 
rin County courthouse in San 
Rafael, north of San Francisco. 
Superior Court Judge Harold J. 
Haley, two convicts and an 
accomplice were killed. 
The kidnaping charge carries 
a sentence of life imprisonment 
with no possibility of parole. 
Magee is currently serving a 
life term for a $10 kidnap- 
robbery conviction in Los Ange­ 
les.

Grumman Aerospace Ordered 
To Keep Loans From Market 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Navy has told Grumman Aero­ 
space Corp., to stop playing the 
stock market with money the 
government loaned it to meet 
emergency bills and payrolls. 


Critics complained that the 
Navy was lending Grumman 
money —up to $100 million —at 
bargain basement rates, 9 ‘/s 
per cent. The firm then invest­ 
ed the money for a few days or 
weeks at the market rate, 12 Vi 
per cent, until its bills and 


payrolls came due. 
Assistant Navy Secretary 
David Potter said yesterday the 
loans were at 9 Vi per cent 
interest because that is the 
prevailing Treasury rate, which 
the Pentagon makes a policy of 
following. 


In hearings last week, the 
Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee learned that Grumman, 
builder of the F14 Tomcat 
Fighter, had been taking low 
interest Navy loans and rein­ 


vesting them elsewhere at a 
profitable rate. 
Potter said the new arrange­ 
ment with Grumman forbids 
them from investing any of the 
loan and requires that the firm 
produce the bills it is paying 
before the Navy releases any 
money. 


Potter also said the loan 
would be made at the prime 
rate, now 12 per cent, plus one- 
half per cent or the Treasury 
rate, whichever is higher.

Probation, Social Workers Put

Negotiators for the county 
and probation-social workers 
union tentatively agreed yester­ 
day to place welfare eligibility 
workers under M arin’s “ en­ 
riched retirement system.” 
As it stands, eligibility work­ 
ers will rejoin the system this 
month after having been shifted 
to a lesser retirement system in 
June. 
Audidor-eontroller Michael 
Mitchell 
said 
the decision 
means about 75 eligibility work­ 
ers will pay 7.6 per cent of their 
salaries toward retirement in­ 
stead of 5.3 per cent. 
They will receive between 20 
and 25 per cent more in retire­ 
ment benefits, however, he 
said. 
Eligibility workers determine 
whether those seeking public 
assistance are entitled. 
Negotiators are still dickering 
over placing the county’s nine 
correctional workers in the im­ 
proved system. No agreement 
has been reached on other wel­ 
fare and probation workers. 
The issue stems from a suit 
brought against the county by 
the union, Local 535 of the 
Service Employees Internation­ 
al Union, which claimed it was 


not properly consulted when the 
county changed its retirement 
program two years ago. 
Its members stayed out of the 
new retirement program, forc­ 
ing the county to have two 
systems. 
The union won the suit with 
tye court directing the county 
to negotiate the new program 
with Local 535. 
The eligibility and correction­ 
al workers were dropped from 
the new system earlier this 


Eagleton Claims 
Nixon Broke Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton, D-Mo., 
says President Nixon violated 
the law when he allowed Ma­ 
rines to go ashore in Cyprus 
last week to help evacuate 
American civilians. 
Eagleton said yesterday that 
Nixon failed to comply with the 
War Powers Act by not notify­ 
ing Congress of the action with­ 
in the required ' 48 hours.

No Accord On 
Constitution 


AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) - The 
Texas Constitutional Conven­ 
tion adjourned yesterday with­ 
out agreeing on a new docu­ 
ment after seven months of 
work at a cost of $5 million. 


According to the rules of the 
convention, two-thirds or 121 of 
the delegates had to approve 
any proposed charter. In a final 
vote, 118 delegates voted for 
passing the latest revision, 62 
voted against and one delegate 
abstained. 
The impasse resulted because 
of a struggle between labor and 
business leaders over a right to 
work law. Labor vowed to de­ 
feat any constitution that ele­ 
vated right to work (a prohibi­ 
tion against union shops) from a 
statute to constitutional law.

New Theory Advanced 
On Connection Ban 


A group of lawyers which has 
been studying the Marin Munic­ 
ipal Water District’s morato­ 
rium on new connections be­ 
lieves that local agencies can 
continue to halt development 
even if the ban is lifted. 
Attorney Denis T. Rice told 
the district board yesterday 
that the self-appointed commit­ 
tee of lawyers contends that 
local agencies, such as city 
councils and planning commis­ 
sions must take water supply 
into account when granting per­ 
mits for projects which require 
water. 
Rice pointed out that Marin 
Superior Court Judge E. War-, 
ren McGuire, in his recent rul­ 
ing striking down the connec­ 
tion ban. did say that the 
district's finding that a “threat­ 


ened water shortage’’ exists 
within Marin Municipal was 
based on reasonable grounds. 
(The district currently is ap­ 
pealing McGuire’s ruling.) 
Since the judge admitted a 
threatened shortage exists, city 
councils and planning commis­ 
sions and county agencies can 
reject projects which use water 
until the threatened shortage is 
alleviated, Rice and the other 
attorneys contend. This would 
be possible even if the district 
lifts the moratorium or if the 
courts uphold McGuire’s ruling, 
he told the board. 
The agencies could take this 
action on the grounds that a 
w ater shortage would cause 
“ acute environm ental prob­ 
lems,” Rice told the water dis­ 
trict board.

No 3 m ine. They c arried fiv e of 
the three-toed fossils from the 
m ine last weekend. 
“ T he 
prin ts

nothing 
new ,” said Mine M aintenance 
Su perintendent C lau de W heeler 
of Price. “ All the m ines arou nd 
here hav e them , bu t this latest 
bu nch 
is an 
u nu su ally larg e 
concentra tion.” 
Since dinosau rs w alked on top 
of the sw am p, the prints are on 
the ceiling of the m ine tu nnel. 
Some weight as m u ch as 150-200 
pou nds. 
“ Most of them a re one or two 
feet 
long,” W heeler said.

hav en't seen it m y self, hu t the 
m en tell me there is one im ­ 


print in the ceiling fou r feet 
long.”

MARTIN, U tah (UPI) - Min­ 
ers in U tah's Carbon County 
have been plucking coal from 
betw een the toes of dinosaur 
prints. 


I t’s a tricky business, and 
they have to guard against hav­ 
ing the petrified footprints fall 
on them . 
The dinosaurs, of course, died 
100 million y ears ago, but they 
left p rin ts 
as 
th ey w alk ed 
across prehistoric sw am ps. The 
reptile tracks filled with sand 
an d 
o th e r 
m in e ra ls , 
w hich 
form ed slick, scaly casts as the 
sw am p slowly turned into a 
coal bed. 
M iners 
discovered 
a 
large 
field of the fossilized footprints 
1.200 feet 
underground 
in a 
tunnel of the Carbon Fuel Co. 
No. 3 mine. They carried five of 
the three-toed fossils from the 
m ine last weekend. 
“ T he 
p rin ts 
a re 
n o th in g 
new ," said Mine M aintenance 
Superintendent Claude W heeler 
of P rice. ‘‘All the m ines around 
here have them , but this latest 
bunch 
is an 
unusually large 
concentration.” 
Since dinosaurs walked on top 
of the sw am p, the prints are on 
the ceiling of the m ine tunnel. 
Some weight as m uch as 150-200 
pounds. 
"M ost of them a re one or two 
feet long,” W heeler said. 
" I 
haven't seen it m yself, but the 
men tell m e there is one im ­ 


print in the ceiling four feet 
long." 
W heeler said 
the size and 
com position of the footprints 
p resent a safety hazard for the 
m iners. 
“ U sually w here you find dino­ 
sa u r track s, 
you 
have 
what 
they call a bad top. The su r­ 
rounding m aterial is loose and 
has a tendency to cru m b le,” he 
said. 
“ These things a re real slick,” 
he added. "T hey can just drop 
out and hit a m an. You either 
have to take them 
down or 
support them up th ere .”

chinery' to dig out the coal. 
M adsen said the fossils w ere 
m ade either duckbilled, plant-

that roam ed the sw am ps 100 
million y ears ago. 
“ Both groups w ere bipedal 
and had three toes on the hind 
foot," the scientist said. 
U niversity of Utah Geology 
Prof. W illiam L. Stokes said the 
coal m ine track s were the only 
known evidence of a group of 
tw o -leg g ed 
d in o sa u rs ab o u t 
twice the size of the fearsom e 
tyran o sau ru s rex. 


"W e found prints 4 Vfc feet 
long from a dinosaur with a 
stride of 12 fe et,” Stokes said. 
"A 
tyranosaurus 
had a foot 
about half that size.” 
W heeler said prints are con­ 
sidered a nuisance in the mine 
and m any of the larg er ones 
a re broken and destroyed when 
they are rem oved. 
“ The 
sm aller ones 
usually 
end up in flow er g ard en s,” he 
added. “ I have one on my front 
porch. ”

Black Group 
Raps Ford's 
Avoidance 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
Vice President Gerald Ford 
was rapped yesterday for not 
discussing the nation’s employ­ 
ment problems before a Nation­ 
al Urban League convention 
whose theme was the jobless. 
“I’m not sure he heard us on 
this issue,” said Executive Di­ 
rector Vernon E. Jordan Jr., at 
a press conference. 


Ford gave a speech before 
the national convention earlier 
in the week but “didn’t address 
himself” to the league’s push 
for full employment in the U.S., 
Jordan said. 
Jordan and league president 
Donald H. McGannon, New 
York, said a new spiral of 
joblessness appeared "inescap­ 
able” as government and indus­ 
try seek to reduce inflation by 
curtailing spending and some 
production. 
McGannon, president and 
board chairman of Westing- 
house Broadcasting Corp., said 
the Nixon administration must 
anticipate the unemployment 
rise and earmark funds already 
available to meet the crisis. 
He said anti-inflation efforts 
will “grind heavily” on the poor 
and minorities and that govern­ 
ment must “recognize the hu­ 
man needs they will produce.” 
Jordan said make-work pro­ 
grams would not be necessary 
but that the government could 
stimulate jobs by investing in 
ecology, day-care and other 
projects to alleviate unemploy­ 
ment.

Dog Is A Delicacy 
In Philippine Town

BAGUIO, The Philippines 
(XJPD — Dog meat is a popular 
dish in this small town in the 
mountains 160 miles north of 
Manila. 


“Before martial law, people 
around here would even steal 
pet dogs and sell them to those 
who wanted to cook them,” a 
guest told me at a buffet dinner 
where the main course was dog 
meat. 
“That doesn't happen any­ 
more,” he said rather proudly.

The dog meat was served in 
what appeared to be a stew.

gusto until another guest in­ 
quired in broken Spanish if they 
were enjoying their dog meat. 
They quickly set their plates 
down and ate no more. 
“Try some,” a guest urged 
me.

“Just pour some over the 
rice,” my colleague pressed. 
“You’ll like it.” 
The moment of decision had 
come. I wasn’t in the least 
curious as to the taste of dog 
meat but I didn’t want to offend 
my host. So I decided to com­ 
promise. 
Gingerly, I forked from a 
steaming bowl what I fervently 
hope —and will forever insist — 
was a small piece of carrot.

Jackson disclosed last week 
that sophisticated U.S. surveil­ 
lance equipment was to be dis­ 
played at a Soviet trade fair 
next month. He said inadequate 
controls on exports of such 
equipment only served to aid

TOPNOTCH HORSE TRAINER 


She Relaxes By Cutting 
Cattle On A Night Off 


By PAT BALMES 
P ro fe ssio n a l 
ho rsew o m an 
Edie Lehm an relaxes on Tues­ 
day evenings by cutting cattle 
with friends at Circle V Stables 
in F airfax. 
“ I cut cattle strictly for my 
own pleasure; it’s a busm an’s 
holiday, 
said Mrs. H arry Leh­ 
m an, who trains horses in the 
indoor arena at her home in 
L agunitas and spends alm ost 
every other weekend on the 
road with horses and students, 
com peting at horse shows. 
She is one of the new breed of 
women trainers whose careers 
are thriving in the recent boom 
in the pleasure horse industry. 
Eight out of every 10 persons 
who ride today are women. 
T h e re a re ab o u t 1ft m illion 
h o rsew o m en 
in 
th e 
U nited 
States, and most of them com ­ 
pete in horse shows, according 
to California Horse Review, the 
state s largest all-breeds news 
m agazine. 
Last week at Circle V Stables 
Mrs. Lehm an, astride her A ra­ 
bian Tu-Riff, dem onstrated cut­ 
ting — separating a cow from 
the herd. 
The difficult, cow- 
hond’s skill is used to handle 
cattle in corrals on ranches. 
To a trained horse, cutting 
becom es a gam e. He learns to 
keep a cow separated by wheel­ 
ing and pivoting without com ­ 
m ands from his rider who just 
indicates which cow to cut, she 
said. 


“I TRY to anticipate which 
way the cow will go; once in 
aw hile I get left. The horse is 
right 99 per cent of the tim e," 
she said. 
Cutting is a kind of a disease 


once you catch it, and it is 
expensive because it takes a lot 
of cattle. Forty cows are neces­ 
sary to give six or eight cutting 
horses practice, she said. 


Unlike roping, cutting is not 
hard on cattle. Capital Planning 
Co. ow ner of Circle V and its 
cattle, would allow them to cut 
anytim e, she said. 


H ow ever the club cuts only 
once a 
week to prevent the 
cattle from becom ing sour. It is 
bad for a horse’s spirit to be 
bum ped or kicked by a defiant 
cow. she explained. 
The 16 cutters, som e of whom 
are Redwood E m pire Cutting 
H o rse A sso ciatio n m e m b e rs , 
range from businessm en to hou­ 
sew ives. They cut for re c re a ­ 
tion and to train cutting horses 
to show locally. 
"I bring the cattle down from 
the hill and get them ready for 
Tuesday nights. I started with 
Ed Sm ith in 1965 who used to 
own Circle V. I was his turn 
back (helper)," siad Mrs. Leh­ 
m an, who was then a college 
girl training horses at Circle V. 
She was bom in M arin. H er 
fath er was the Ross fire chief 
for 25 years. 
A g rad u ate of 
Ross G ram m er School and Red­ 
wood High School, she studied 
two y ears at California State 
U n iv e ris ty , 
San 
F ra n c is c o , 
p la n n in g to b eco m e a high 
school teacher until she real­ 
ized she "did not w ant to be 
indoors.” 
She sw itched to the Sonoma 
S tate College pre-veterinarian 
program but gave it up two 
y ears later to accept a p a rtn e r­ 
ship in the now' closed Sleepy 
Hollow Stables. 


WHEN SHE m arried H arry 
Lehm an, also a horse enthusi­ 
ast, he built her her own tra in ­ 
ing stable on th eir property. 
There she regularly train s two 
or three outside horses besides 
the L ehm ans’ own show A rabi­ 
ans. 
Mrs. Lehm an often has 
stu d en ts’ horses in her barn 
tem porarily for training, cor­ 
re ctio n and tu n e -u p fo r th e 
horse shows. 


“ We still take in a kid who 
can n o t 
get 
alo n g 
w ith 
h e r 
h o rse," said Mrs. L ehm an, who 
enjoys all phases of the horse 
business. 
"E v ery horse I have has a lot 
of stock horse training. I like a 
horse to be part of me. When I 
turn around, he b etter com e 
with 
m e,” 
she 
said 
w ith a 
determ ined grin. 
Edie and H arry L ehm an en­ 
joy trail riding and last w eek­ 
end led the T am alpais T rail 
R iders overnight 
ride at the 
Stew art R anch’s H orse C am p 
at Point Reyes. 
Mrs. Lehm an prides herself 
on training a good trail horse, 
teaching him to be safe outside 
as well as in the show ring. H er 
A rabians Tu-Riff and R agayl

The Lehm ans keep their four- 
horse van loaded with feed and 
groom ing equipm ent for a cal­ 
en d ar of weekend or week-long 
shows aw ay from M arin.

You nger, who ea rlier this 
y ear appointed a 30-person tast 
force to look into discrimination 
against women, is seeking a 
second term on the Repu b lican 
ticket as attorney general. 
"I think the creation of the 
tast force was politically moti­ 
v ated.” said Mari Goldman, a 
legislativ e employ e who was 
asked to resign from the task 
force "Bu t I think they made a 
mistake when they appointed 
me when they were not sin­ 
cere. ” 
You nger said ea rlier this 
y ear in a press release that he 
wou ld pu sh for women’s equ ali­ 
ty b ecau se discrimination in 
California was ev ident. 


At the same time, Virginia 
C arter, another m em b er of 
Y ou nger's

force, 
en- 
nou nced y esterday she has re­ 
signed "b ecau se it is ju st a 
token grou p.” 


"Y ou nger has thrown one 
woman Ms. Goldman off the 
grou p simply b ecau se she want­ 
ed to make it effectiv e,” said 
Ms. Carter, west coast v ice 
president of the Women's Lob ­ 
b y . 


You nger's office was not im­ 
mediately av ailab le for com­ 
ment on the resignations.

Fear o f a rapist o n the lo o se 
has turned so me ho mes in a 
gracio us neighbo rho o d just o ut­ 
side No v ato city limits into 
armed fo rtresses linked by a 
trembling web o f rumo rs and a 
few facts. 


At least o ne wo man — but 
neighbo rs say three — has been 
raped in her ho me this mo nth. 
In additio n, sev eral break-in 
attempts hav e taken place in 
the few square blo cks o f the 
Castlewo o d area. 


The s tr e e ts , D ev onshire 
Driv e, H av erhill Cou rt and 
Hanov er Cou rt, are alm ost 
completely su rrou nded b y No­ 
v ato b u t sheriff’s depu ties mu st 
prov ide law enforcement. 
Jeanette Prandi, sheriff’s de­ 
partment inspector, said 
o ne 
rape has b een v erified official­ 
ly . The others remain ru mors 
in the ab sence of any report b y 
other v ictims. 
"B u t,” Mrs. Prandi said, "I 
want to keep the lines open to 
the neighb orhood ab ou t any ­ 
thing” that will add to clu es to 
the rapist. 
The attacker who inv aded a 
Castlewood home Ju ly 19 and 
raped the woman there was a 
man in his 20s with long side­ 
b u rns. He warned against call­ 
ing "the pigs.” 
"Ev ery b ody ’s got a shotgu n, 
waiting for the gu y to come 
throu gh their door,” claimed 
one resident u 'ho declined to b e 
i d e nt i f i e d . “ E v e r y b od y ’s 
armed, it looks like a little 
fort," he said. 
Other neighb orhood residents 
said ru mors had swept the 
area, b u t that not ev ery one was 
arming. 
There was general 
agreement that parents no long­ 
er dare leav e ou tside doors 
u nlocked for their teen-agers 
who come home 
late from ou t­ 
ings. 
"You ’v e got a b u nch of really 
u ptight people,” Mrs. Prandi 
said. She said the v ictim of the 
one 
confirmed rape told her 
Monday that she’d heard ru ­ 
mors of 
other attacks. Then 
when 
the 
original 
v ictim 
tracked them down, the ru mors 
concerned the v ictim herself. 
While 
ru m ors 
som etim es 
mu ltiply the nu mb er of v ictims 
in a neighb orhood, rape cases 
often go u nreported b ecau se the 
v ictims are shy of pu b licity or 
fear qu estioning and possib le 
cou rt confrontation with a su s­ 
pect. 
Assistance can b e giv en rape 
v ictims withou t calling in police 
agencies, a spokesman for the 
Rape Crisis Bu reau of Marin 
said y esterday . The crisis agen­ 
cy , howev er, adv ises rape v ic­ 
tims that it will b e more helpfu l 
to cooperate 
with police to 
catch the rapists.

said "Trish.” 
She is a v o lunteer who an­ 
swers questio ns pho ned in to 
the rape crisis switchbo ard at 
924-2100. 
"Trish” said the center helps 
rape v ictims o btain medical 
serv ice, v enereal disease and 
pregnancy testing; o ffers co un­ 
seling by wo men who them­ 
selv es hav e been rape v ictims, 
and pro v ides referrals to o ther 
agencies fo r mental health and 
o ther serv ices. The v ictim re­ 
mains ano ny mo us during the 
co nsultatio ns, if she wishes. 
The v o lunteer adv iser said 
three legal alternativ es are po s­ 
sible in mo st rape cases: Crimi­ 
nal pro secutio n o f the rapist, a 
civ il suit against him, and in 
so me cases where an ex -hus­ 
band may be inv o lv ed, citatio n 
thro ugh the district atto rney . 
A jigsaw puzzle o r 11 cities 
interlo cking with uninco rpo rat­ 
ed cities po ses a serio us co m­ 
municatio ns pro blem in react­ 
ing quickly to rapes and similar 
v io lence, 
po inted o ut No v ato 
Po lice Chief J o hn Co leman. 
Under emo tio nal stress, resi­ 
dents o f Castlewo o d and similar 
areas are likely to call city 
po lice first. Precio us time is 
lo st while the call is relay ed to 
the pro per agency . 
Co leman said, ho wev er, that 
no ne o f the actual o r rumo red 
Castlewo o d attacks and pro wl- 
mgs 
was repo rted to No v ato 
police. 
One answer to the commu ni­ 
cations prob lem is the “9 11" 
sy stem u nder which a citizen 
can

Fear of a rapist on the loose 
has turned some homes in a 
gracious neighborhood just out­ 
side Novato city limits into 
armed fortresses linked by a 
trembling web of rumors and a 
few facts. 


At least one woman — but 
neighbors say three — has been 
raped in her home this month. 
In addition, several break-in 
attempts have taken place in 
the few square blocks of the 
Castlewood area. 


The str e e ts, D ev o n sh ire 
D rive, H averhill Court and 
Hanover Court, are alm ost 
completely surrounded by No­ 
vato but sheriff’s deputies must 
provide law enforcement. 
Jeanette Prandi, sheriff’s de­ 
partm ent inspector, said one 
rape has been verified official­ 
ly. The others rem ain rum ors 
in the absence of any report by 
other victims. 
"B ut,” Mrs. Prandi said, “ I 
want to keep the lines open to 
the neighborhood about any­ 
thing" that will add to clues to 
the rapist. 
The attacker who invaded a 
Castlewood home July 19 and 
raped the woman there was a 
man in his 20s with long side­ 
burns. He warned against call­ 
ing “the pigs.” 
"Everybody’s got a shotgun, 
waiting for the guy to come 
through their door,” claimed 
one resident who declined to be 
i d e n t i f i e d . “ E v e r y b o d y ’s 
arm ed, it looks like a little 
fort,” he said. 
Other neighborhood residents 
said rum ors had sw ept the 
area, but that not everyone was 
arming. T here w as general 
agreem ent that parents no long­ 
er dare leave outside doors 
unlocked for their teen-agers 
who come home late from out­ 
ings. 
“ You've got a bunch of really 
uptight people,” Mrs. Prandi 
said. She said the victim of the 
one confirmed rape told her 
Monday that she'd heard ru­ 
mors of other attacks. Then

victim 
tracked them down, the rumors 
concerned the victim herself. 
W hile 
rum ors 
som etim es 
multiply the num ber of victims 
in a neighborhood, rape cases 
often go unreported because the 
victims are shy of publicity or 
fear questioning and possible 
court confrontation with a sus­ 
pect. 
Assistance can be given rape 
victim s without calling in police 
agencies, a spokesman for the 
Rape Crisis Bureau of Marin 
said yesterday. The crisis agen­ 
cy, however, advises rape vic­ 
tims that it will be more helpful 
to co o p erate with police to 
catch the rapists.

The victim re­ 
mains anonymous during the 
consultations, if she wishes. 
The volunteer adviser said 
three legal alternatives are pos­ 
sible in most rape cases: Crimi­ 
nal prosecution of the rapist, a 
civil suit against him, and in 
some cases where an ex-hus- 
band may be involved, citation 
through the district attorney. 
A jigsaw puzzle or 11 cities

Each city and district must 
submit a plan and a timetable 
for the 911 service by January 
1975, said Thomas Moyer, Ma­ 
rin County communications di­ 
rector. He said the board of 
supervisors is encouraging all 
local agencies to cooperate in a 
countywide network 
with all 
calls going to a single dispatch 
center. If this is done all the 
cities, fire houses, ambulances 
and similar facilities can be 
linked together by a microwave 
radio network the county will 
install by next spring. 
This will end dependence on 
telephone lines that sometimes 
are costly as well as slow. 
Moyer cited the case of Dillon 
Beach. Calls from there to San 
Rafael now are routed via Peta­ 


luma and Santa Rosa. Tele­ 
phone lines to hook the remote 
village to the county’s 911 serv­ 
ice would cost “thousands of 
dollars a year” in leases, the 
official said. 
Novato’s problems are com­ 
plicated because its fire district 
also provides ambulance serv­ 
ice — and covers 75 square 
miles, much of it outside the 
city limits covered by police. 
The best answer to the prob­ 
lem probably is countywide co­ 
operation, according to Novato 
Fire Protection District board 
member Ray A. Landi — him­ 
self a resident of the jittery 
Castlewood neighborhood. 
Both fireman Landi and sher­ 
iff’s investigator Mrs. Prandi 
said they hope an arrest in the 
next few days can put an end to 
the tensions and fears of the 
otherw ise pleasant neighbor­ 
hood.

The actual loss is 
impossible to trace because in 
the first three years some gains 
were realized. 
Earlier this year, the newspa­ 
per said the Chicago division of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigated and 
ruled there was some illegal 
activity, but apparently no 
fraudulent intent. 
One SEC official was quoted 
as saying," Besides, I think the 
SEC was reluctant to prosecute 
a group of priests."

Bishop Green was put on 
medical leave and replaced 
April 4 by San Francisco Auxil­ 
iary Bishop Norman McFar­ 
land.

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Farm Price Recovery 


May Raise Food Bills 


W A S H IN G TO N 
( U P I ) - 
Farm prices rebounded sharply 
from a four-month slump in 
July, and the result may be 
higher consumer food bills. Ag­ 
riculture Department reports 
indicate. 


The department’s monthly re­ 
port on farm prices said they 
rose 
6 per cent in the month 
ending July 15 as livestock be­ 
gan recovering from depressed 
levels and grains rose in price 
from the impact of drought 
damage to 1974 harvests. 


The resulting upward pres­ 
sure on consumer food bills was 
considered likely to increase 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L 
Butz's pressure on food indus­ 
try middlemen to narrow their 
margins, which he has already 
criticized as too wide. 


A special department com­ 
mittee set up by Butz to suggest 
ways to narrow the gap be­ 
tween live cattle and hog prices 
and consumer meat prices is 
scheduled to report publicly 
soon. 


The price report said average 
farm prices for all meat ani­ 
mals jumped 16 per cent during 
the month but remained 21 per 
cent below a year earlier 


Mid-July farm prices were 1 
per cent above a year earlier. 
They were 14 per cent below 
the level of February when the 
recent slump began and were 
about 15.5 per cent below the 
record set last August. The 
price of corn, the chief raw- 
material for producing meat 
and other livestock products, 
rose from $2.57 a bushel June 15 
to 
$2 91 on July 15 compared 
with $2.45 a year earlier Wheat 
rose from $3.57 in mid-June to 
$4.04 in mid-July compared 
with $2.47 a year earlier. 


Butz, who had appealed to 
consumers in advance to weigh 
the 
latest 
farm 
recovery 
against the earlier slump, has 
already predicted the July fig­ 
ures will mean some increases 
in retail costs, possibly in Au­ 
gust.

Stock Loss 
Of Priests 
In Millions 


KANSAS CfTY, Mo. (UPI) - 
The Archdiocese of Reno and 25 
Boston area priests lost mil­ 
lions when a $25 million invest­ 
ment went sour and had to be 
bailed out to save them from 
bankruptcy, a Catholic maga­ 
zine says. 
The National Catholic Report­ 
er said in a copyrighted story 
this week that the investment 
program prospered for a time 
but apparently went bad two 
years ago. A church official 
from Rome stepped in to freeze 
further investments. 
The $25 million investment 
became worth less than one 
tenth of that amount, the Re­ 
porter said. The actual loss is 
impossible to trace because in 
the first three years some gains 
were realized. 
Earlier this year, the newspa­ 
per said the Chicago division of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigated and 
ruled there was some illegal 
activity, but apparently no 
fraudulent intent. 
One SEC official was quoted 
as saying," Besides, I think the 
SEC was reluctant to prosecute 
a group of priests.” 
The SEC ruled bonds sold by 
the archdiocese and the La 
Sallette Fathers of Attleboro, 
Mass., were insufficiently 
backed because of investment 
losses of the St. Joseph Trust 
Fund, the paper said. 
Five years ago. Father Rene 
Sauve, then treasurer of the La 
Sallette Fathers and a repre­ 
sentative of the Chicago broker­ 
age firm of McMahon and Hob- 
an, approached Reno Bishop 
Joseph Green with an invest­ 
ment plan whereby the arch­ 
diocese would sell bonds to the 
public through the brokers, a 
common practice by churches 
to raise money. 
Funds raised by the sale of 
bonds would be turned over to a 
nonprofit group, the St. Joseph 
Fund, run largely by Sauve. 
In turn, the St. Joseph Fund 
would then invest the money 
with the expectation of large 
interest returns to the arch­ 
diocese and the Boston Fathers. 
The newspaper said between 
1969 and 1971, Bishop Green 
raised $3.5 million and the fath­ 
ers $15 million. Other groups 
contributed $6.5 million. 
When the collapse began two 
years ago, the newspaper said, 
the SEC gave the two investors 
two months to raise funds to 
secure the bonds. In the mean­ 
time, Bishop Green was put on 
medical leave and replaced 
April 4 by San Francisco Auxil­ 
iary Bishop Norman McFar­ 
land. 
Bishops and other church or­ 
ganizations bailed out the two 
investors with gifts and lowin- 
terest loans. One source said 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadel­ 
phia lent the archdiocese $250,- 
000 for 10 years. The loan is 
interest free the first five 
years, with 6 per cent interest 
thereafter.

Farm Price Recovery 
May Raise Food Bills 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Farm prices rebounded shaiply 
from a four-month slump in 
July, and the result may be 
higher consumer food bills, Ag­ 
riculture Department reports 
indicate. 


The department’s monthly re­ 
port on farm prices said they 
rose 6 per cent in the month 
ending July 15 as livestock be­ 
gan recovering from depressed 
levels and grains rose in price 
from the impact of drought 
damage to 1974 harvests. 


The resulting upward pres­ 
sure on consumer food bills was 
considered likely to increase 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz's pressure on food indus­ 
try middlemen to narrow their 
margins, which he has already 
criticized as too wide. 
A special department com­ 
mittee set up by Butz to suggest 
ways to narrow the gap be­ 
tween live cattle and hog prices 
and consumer meat prices is 
scheduled to report publicly 
soon. 


Vietnam Oil 


SAIGON (AP) - Drilling for 
oil in the South China Sea off 
the coast of South Vietnam will 
begin next week, the Ministry 
of Trade and Commerce an­ 
nounced today. 


The price report said average 
farm prices for all meat ani­ 
mals jumped 16 per cent during 
the month but remained 21 per 
cent below a year earlier. 


Mid-July farm prices were 1 
per cent above a year earlier. 
They were 14 per cent below 
the level of February when the 
recent slump began and were 
about 15.5 per cent below the 
record set last August. The 
price of corn, the chief raw 
material for producing meat 
and other livestock products, 
rose from $2.57 a bushel June 15 
to $2.91 on July 15 compared 
with $2.45 a year earlier. Wheat 
rose from $3.57 in mid-June to 
$4.04 in mid-July compared 
with $2.47 a year earlier. 


Butz, who had appealed to 
consumers in advance to weigh 
the 
latest 
farm 
recovery 
against the earlier slump, has 
already predicted the July fig­ 
ures will mean some increases 
in retail costs, possibly in Au­ 
gust.

Bearings Play Key Role

How is it that a person can 
trav el 20, 50, or more than 100 
miies on a bicy cle without be­ 
coming tired? 


The secret is in the hundreds 


of tiny ball bearing s. 
Ev ery 
bike has six sets. Hidden inside 
hubs, crankshaft, pedals, and 
h ea d se t, 
th ese 
tin y s te e l 
spheres, swimming in g rease, 
make the bicy cle the most effi­ 
cient way to trav el. 
But. ex cept for sp ecia lly 
sealed ty pes, bicy cle bearing s 


are not airtig ht. So as y ou ride, 
the g rease g radually seeps out. 
Moisture and dirt, a bearing ’s 
arch enemies, work in. 
That’s why bearing s must be 
p e r iod ic a lly 
ta k en 
a p a rt, 
checked, and relubricated, if 
this isn’t done, they beg in to 
g rind, g oug e, and wear them-

FIX YOUR OWN BIKE 
Bearings Play Key Role

(Fourth of seven articles) 
How is it that a person can 
travel 20, 50, or more than 100 
miies on a bicycle without be­ 
coming tired? 


The secret is in the hundreds 


of tiny ball bearings. Every 
bike has six sets. Hidden inside 
hubs, crankshaft, pedals, and 
h e a d s e t, 
th e se tin y ste e l 
spheres, swimming in grease, 
make the bicycle the most effi­ 
cient way to travel. 
But. except for specially 
sealed types, bicycle bearings 


are not airtight. So as you ride, 
the grease gradually seeps out. 
Moisture and dirt, a bearing's 
arch enemies, work in. 
T hat’s why bearings must be 
p e rio d ic a lly 
ta k e n 
a p a r t, 
checked, and relubricated. If 
this isn’t done, they begin to

If you 
develop a feel for how a pedal 
should 
spin, 
you will notice 
when it becomes sluggish. 
So, too, when the handlebars 
begin to turn stiffly, you know 
the 
bearings in the headset 
need more grease. 
There are different types of 
bearin g s, 
how ever each 
is 
made up of two clusters of balls 
at opposing ends of the axle, 
spindle, or tube. 
The proper way of disassem ­ 
bling each type of bearing is 
different, but the procedure for 
cleaning, checking, and greas­ 
ing is the same: 


CLEANING. Soak ball bear­ 
ings in kerosene. Clean cups, 
cones and dust covers thorough­ 
ly with a rag dipped in kero­ 
sene. 


IN SPECTIO N . 
Check 
the 
balls for bluish color, pitting, or 
cracking. If one looks bad, re­ 
place the whole set. But make 
sure you get the right size 
replacements. 
Inspect the walls of cups and 
cones for groving and pitting. 
Replace necessary parts. You 
should make it a practice to 
inspect everything you disas­ 
sem ble for cracks, strip p ed 
threads, and the like. It will 
prevent later problems. 


LUBRICATION. Squeeze a 
thick bead of bearing grease 
around the cup. 
If the ball 
bearings are in a retainer ring, 
work the grease into the ring 
with your fingers. Otherwise, 
stick the proper number of 
balls into the grease in a circle. 
They will stay in place. 


Here's how to take apart and 
reassem ble the various bear­ 
ings: 


RATTRAP PEDALS. (Lube 
every six m onths.) Rem ove 
dust cap. Loosen cone nut be­ 
neath it With crescent wrench 
on the inside end of the pedal, 
unscrew from the crank. (Cau­ 
tion 
The pedal opposing the 
chain w heel has left-handed 
threads and untightens clock­ 
wise.) After the pedal is re­ 
moved, undo the cone nut. Pull 
out spindle. Be prepared for 
loose ball bearings. 


FROM PEDAL TO HEADSET — These four 
drawings represent the rattrap pedal, the 
wheel hub, 
bearing. 
crankshaft bearing and headset 


During reassem bly, screw the 
cone down finger-tight. Back off 
one-quarter turn. Slide on the 
lockwasher. Holding the cone 
with a thin-bladed screwdriver, 
tighten down the cone nut. 
If the pedal does not turn 
freely, loosen the nut and back 
the cone off one-eighth turn. 
The pedal should have a just- 
discernible amount of end-play. 
If it has too much, tighten the 
cone one-eighth turn.

E, wh ich h as stirred a tremen­ 
dou s amou nt of controversy 
both in th e scientific and bu si­ 
ness worlds, at least appears to 
be finding its proper nich e. 
A San Diego firm, Moilen- 
h au er Co.. is u sing Vitamin E 
as a prime component in a 
vitamin preparation to protect 
people against smog and oth er 
respiratory problems. 
Th e preparation, called Clou d 
Ch asers, is to be introdu ced in 
Au gu st in h ealth food stores 
across th e cou ntry. It also con­ 
tains vitamins A, C and B-12 
and iodine. 
Ever since it was discovered 
h alf a centu ry ago, vitamin E 
h as h ad doctors and scientists 
search ing for its proper u se. At 
variou s times, claims h ave 
been made th at vitamin E is 
good 
for a vast nu mber of 
conditions. In recent years it 
h as h ad a rem arkable sale 
based on a widespread belief, 
discou nted and even refu ted by 
scientists, th at th e vitamin in­ 
creases virility. 
Th e view th at vitamin E is 
h elpfu l in providing protection 
against ozone, carbon monox­ 
ide, nitrogen dioxide, su lfer 
dioxide and oth er air pollu tants 
h as been advanced in several 
scientific pu blications recently. 
Dr. A L. Tappel, professor of 
food tech nology at th e Universi­ 
ty of California at Davis, wrote 
in Nu trition Today th at vitamin 
E protects vitamin A, th e vi­ 
tamin most u sefu l in protecting 
against 
smog and oth er air 
pollu tants, from oxidizing and 
disintegrating. He based h is 
conclu sion on experimental ad­ 
ministration of th e vitamins to 
rats and th eir exposu re to ozone 
and nitrogen-dioxide 
lu ng dam ­ 
age perils. 
Dr Jeffery Roeh m of Battelle 
Memorial Institu te reach ed a 
similar conclu sion as did J.C 
Somogyi, au th or of a book in 
toxicants occu rring natu rally in 
foods. 
H ow ever, 
Som ogyi 
warned th at th e dosage of vi­ 
tamin E mu st be carefu lly con­ 
trolled becau se too mu ch vi­ 
tam in E cou ld destroy th e 
vitamin A instead of protecting 
it.

DR. SCHOOR, wh o ch emical­ 
ly analyzed 112 fabrics obtained 
from American textile manu ­ 
factu rers, fou nd th at all con­ 
tained some free formaldeh yde 
Th e amou nts were minimal, bu t 
enou gh to indu ce rash es in sen­ 
sitive people. 
Dr. Sch orr tells women with 
h and dermatitis to stop u sing 
toiletries and performing all 
h ou sework for at least th ree 
weeks or u ntil h ealing occu rs 
Th ose with more generalized 
allergic reactions sh ou ld wear 
old cloth ing becau se it h as been 
wash ed many times, or th at 
made of 100 per cent polyester 
knit or Orion acrylic, wh ich 
contain 
verv 
little formalde-

Mandatory Seat Belt 
System Said Failure 


WASHINGTON (TTI) - A 
new study says that 41 per cent 


o f the drivers of 1974 model 
cars are not wearing seatbelts 
despite a system which pre­ 
vents them from starting their 
vehicles before putting on the 
belts, 
A separate study published in 
the August issue of the Ameri­ 
can Journal of Public Health 
concludes that the buzzer-light 
system installed in some 1972 
mode! cars and all 1973 models 
to remind drivers to use belts 
was “a public health failure.” 
Earlier model cars, though 
they may have had safety belts, 
had neither the warning nor 
ignition interlock systems. 
In Puerto Rico, the only juris­ 
diction with a mandatory seat 
belt use law, only 18 per cent of 
drivers are wearing belts, says 
still another study, all of them 
publicized by the non-govern­ 
ment 
Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety. 
The study on seat belt use in 
1974 cars, conducted in late 1973 
and early this year, indicates 
that 
belt 
use has 
increased 
among drivers in big city areas 
since the introduction of the so- 
called interlock system 
A federal standard effective 
Aug 
15, 1973, required a seat 
belt system that allows automo­ 
biles to start only under certain 
conditions. 
"In spite of the interlock sys­ 
tem, however, 41 per cent of 
drivers 
in 
the 
1974 vehicles 
were not using any belts,” said 
the study by Leon S. Robertson.

Chastised

LIVERPOOL, 
Ohio 
(UPD — Two teenaged girls in 
this Ohio River Community of 
20.000 apologized in a newspa­ 
per advertisement today for 
burning an American flag on a 
street here earlier this month. 


The girls, Vicki Sue Noland, 
15, and Frances Mia Curran, 16, 
were ordered to place the ad­ 
vertisement in the East Liver­ 
pool Review by a Columbiana 
County Juvenile Court Judge. 


The ad entitled "An Apology” 
read: 
"We ‘ have 
given 
serious 
thought to violation of state law 
and wrongful personal conduct 
in regard to our nation, com­ 
mitted when we burned an 
American flag July 1 on Fifth 
Street. 
"In recognition of our own 
change of attitude and in com­ 
pliance with the order by the 
juvenile court, we publicly apol­ 
ogize and declare we love our 
country.” 
Juvenile Court Judge Guy 
Mauro also ordered the girls to 
attend the raising and lowering 
of the American flag at City 
Hall until school starts this fall, 
observe a curfew for the next 
six months and not to communi­ 
cate with each other by tele­ 
phone, letter or in person for 
the next year. 
He said he took the action to 
“impress upon the girls and 
minors 
generally 
that 
the 
American flag is something to 
be respected and not spit 
upon.”

Skim Milk In School Lunches 
Recommended By Researchers 


Should the school cafeteria offer skim milk 
instead of whole milk? 
Heart researchers have recommended this 
because they believe that avoiding foods with 
high 
cholesterol levels should start with 
childhood. Low-fat or skim milk contains all 
of the nutrients of whole milk, with none of 
the fat. Some types of skim milk are fortified 
with extra vitamins and minerals. 
Studies published in the “Journal of the 
American Dietetic Association" showed that 
children and teen-agers are 
willing to substitute skim for 
whole milk. Researchers con­ 
ducted the test by stocking caf­ 
eterias with whole, then skim 
milk during two controlled peri­ 
ods of time. 


Vitamin E 


Finding Its 


Proper Use 


SAN DIEGO (UPD - Vitamin 
E. which has stirred a tremen­ 
dous amount of controversy 
both in the scientific and busi­ 
ness worlds, at least appears to 
be finding its proper niche. 
A San Diego firm, Mollen- 
haucr Co., is using Vitamin E 
as a prime component in a 
vitamin preparation to protect 
people against smog and other 
respiratory problems. 
Die preparation, called Cloud 
Chasers, is to be introduced in 
August in health food stores 
across the country- It also con­ 
tains vitamins A, C and B-12 
and iodine. 
Ever since it was discovered 
half a century ago. vitamin E 
has had doctors and scientists 
searching for its proper use. At 
various tim es, claim s have 
been made that vitamin E is 
good for a vast 
number of 
conditions. In recent years it 
has had a rem arkable sale 
based on a widespread belief, 
discounted and even refuted by 
scientists, that the vitamin in­ 
creases virility. 
The view that vitamin E is 
helpful in providing protection 
against ozone, carbon monox­ 
ide, nitrogen dioxide, sulfer 
dioxide and other air pollutants 
has been advanced in several 
scientific publications recently. 
Dr. A. L. Tappet, professor of 
food technology at the Universi­ 
ty of California at Davis, wrote 
in Nutrition Today that vitamin 
E protects vitamin A, the vi­ 
tamin most useful in protecting 
against 
smog and other air 
pollutants, from oxidizing and 
disintegrating. He based his 
conclusion on experimental ad­ 
ministration of the vitamins to 
rats and their exposure to ozone 
and nitrogen-dioxide lung dam­ 
age perils. 
Dr Jeffery Roehm of Battelle 
Memorial Institute reached a 
similar conclusion as did J.C. 
Somogyi, author of a book in 
toxicants occurring naturally in 
foods. 
H ow ever, 
Som ogyi 
warned that the dosage of vi­ 
tamin E must be carefully con­ 
trolled because too much vi­ 
tamin E could destroy the 
vitamin A instead of protecting 
it. 


Nude Laundry 
Couple Charged 


GALION, Ohio (UPD - Linda 
Dolan, 32, Farmington, Mich., 
and James Gordinier, 38, Troy, 
Mich., went to a laundromat 
late Tuesday, undressed in 
their car and put their clothes 
in a washer. 
A 14-year-old boy saw them 
and called police. They were 
sentenced to three days in jail 
yesterday on a charge of public 
indencency. 


TO DETERMINE rate of con­ 
sumption. they measured the 
milk remaining in individual 
cartons on Monday and Friday 
of each week during the two 
test periods. All students did 
not decrease consumption with 
the skim milk sampling even 
those in junior high, who least 
preferred all types of milk. 
Researchers were encouraged 
by the youngsters’ ready substi­ 
tution of low-fat milk. 
Formaldehyde is found in 
clothing, shampoos, cosmetics, 
creams and other toiletries. It 
also is added to paper in paper 
products to strengthen it. Since 
only trace amounts are in­ 
volved, there is no harm, un­ 
less, of course, the consumer is 
allergic to formaldehyde. Dr. 
William J. Schorr, dermatolo­ 
gist at the Marshfield Clinic in 
Wisconsin, traced the cause of 
dermatitis in the hands, edges 
of the armpits, neck and upper 
trunk of a number of his pa­ 
tients to the chemical. Women, 
particularly those with dam­ 
aged skin, seem to be most 
susceptible. 


DR. SCHOOR, who chemical­ 
ly analyzed 112 fabrics obtained 
from American textile manu­ 
facturers, found that all con­ 
tained some free formaldehyde. 
The amounts were minimal, but 
enough to induce rashes in sen­ 
sitive people. 
Dr. Schorr tells women with 
hand dermatitis to stop using 
toiletries and performing all 
housework for at least three 
weeks or until healing occurs. 
Those with more generalized 
allergic reactions should wear 
old clothing because it has been 
washed many times, or that 
made of 100 per cent polyester 
knit or Orion acrylic, which 
contain 
very little formalde-

NEW YORK (APi - The 
three TV' networks, electronic 
eyes steady and microphones 
ready, say their annual pro 
loot ball blitz will start on 
schedule this month, even if 
some of the best-known players 
don't. 


The 32-day-old NFL players’ 
strike still is under way and 
less than 2'i weeks remain 
before the start of preseason 
play, a Cincinnati Bengals-At- 
lanta Falcons joust NBC will 
televise on Aug. 17. 


Even if the strike isn’t over 
by then, ABC. NBC and CBS 
officials say, there still are no 
current plans to drop any 
games from the three-network 
schedule of 196 games, from 
preseason to Pro Bow! 
The only uncertain note is 
sounded by a spokesman for 
ABC Sports President Roone 
Arledge, whose network has 18 
pro games — including the Jan. 
20 Pro Bowl in Miami — com­ 
ing up this season. 
Asked if ABC might not tele- 
\ise the games if the strike 
doesn't end, the spokesman re­ 
plied: “ That’s a hard question, 
because we've talked about that 


and really haven’t made a deci­ 
sion.” 
But he emphasized that as of 
now, ABC’s schedule remains 
unchanged. 
As if ABC doesn’t have 
enough to worry about, its 
“ NFL Monday Night Football” 
opener on Aug. 19 will, for the 
first time in its history, be 
competing against N BC ’s 
“ Monday Night Baseb all" 
game. 
At CBS, and NBC, each fac­ 
ing an 89-game schedule, the 
official word is that no games 
will be dropped, even if the 
strike continues. 
The year’s pro football pack­ 
age is costing the networks in 
excess of $52 million 
Industry sources say ABC, 
whose games are in costly 
prime evening time, is charging 
national advertisers an average 
of $100.000 per minute for its 
preseason and regular season 
games. 
The preseason tab at CBS and 
NBC is $60.000 and £49.000 a 
minute, respectively, sources 
say. The networks, which de­ 
cline to say what prices they're 
charging, each plan to air three 
preseason games. 
Californians Eligible 
For Drug Refunds 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia residents were informed 
yesterday by State Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger that 
they are eligible to receive cash 
refunds for purchase of anti­ 
biotic drugs between 1954 and 
1966. 


Younger said a federal dis­ 
trict court has determined that 
residents of California and five 
other states were overcharged 
by five pharmaceutical compa­ 
nies. 


Residents of the state during 
the 12 years, who purchased 
antibiotics, are eligible for a 
refund, Younger said The state 
is currently mailing out refund 
forms to all California resi­ 
dents. 


In filling out the forms, resi­ 
dents must estimate how much 
they spent but need not provide 
proof of purchase. Claims for 
less than $150 need not be 
documented. 
California will receive about 
s20 million for refunds, Young­ 


er >aid. it has been estimated 
that the alleged overcharge was 
about 29 cents for each dollar 
spent. 
The drugs, which include Au- 
reomycin, Terramycin, Achro­ 
mycin, Declomycin and Archro- 
cidin have been used to treat 
respiratory and ear infections, 
strep throat, influenza and oth­ 
er ailments. 
The court settlement was a 
result of a class action suit 
initiated by the attorney gener­ 
als' offices in California. Ha­ 
waii. Oregon. Utah, Kansas and 
Washington. The expected re­ 
fund will be about $25 million 
tor the six states. 
The settlement against Amer­ 
ican Cyanamid. Bristol-Myers, 
Ptizer and Company, Olin-Ma- 
thicson 
and 
Upjohn 
was 
reached in October, 1973. There 
was no trial, nor were the firms 
found guilty. 
Forty-three other states set­ 
tled with the drug companies 
earlier and North Carolina is 
litigating on its own

She said she was taking weekly 
injections, but did not know 
exactly what they were for 
Although she has spent much 
of 1974 hospitalized or recuper­ 
ating, she said her office has 
been run efficiently. 
“ I have the finest help in the 
world They carry on beautiful­ 
ly." she said “ I talk with them 
on the telephone every day and 
I make the decisions from this

end.” 
She also said she consults 
bankers in New York often 
about upcoming state bond 
sales and knows "everything 
that goes on in my office.” 
Mrs. Priest said she spent six 
weeks in the hospital from mid- 
January to March. After re­ 
turning to Sacramento for a 
week, she fell at a San Francis­ 
co 
bankers 
meeting and 
sprained her foot. 
After recovering in about two 
weeks, she returned to work for 
"a couple of weeks and wham- 
mo I got pneumonia.” 
Ever since she has been rest­ 
ing at her Palm Springs home 
or the homes of two daughters 
who live in Tarzana and Long 
Beach She now hopes to return 
to work in Sacramento by Sept.

TELEVISION REVIEW 
Strike Won't Affect 
TV's Football Shows

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
three TV networks, electronic 
eyes steady and microphones 
ready, say their annual pro 
football 
blitz will s ta rt on 
schedule this month, even if 
some of the best-known players 
don’t. 


The 32-day-old NFL players’ 
strike still is under way and 
less than 2 4 
weeks rem ain 
before the start of preseason 
play, a Cincinnati Bengals-At- 
lanta Falcons joust NBC will 
televise on Aug. 17. 


Even if the strike isn’t over 
by then, ABC, NBC and CBS 
officials say, there still are no 
cu rre n t plans to drop any 
gam es from the three-network 
schedule of 196 games, from 
preseason to Pro Bowl. 
The only uncertain note is 
sounded by a spokesman for 
ABC Sports President Roone 
Arledge, whose network has 18 
pro gam es — including the Jan. 
20 Pro Bowl in Miami — com­ 
ing up this season. 
Asked if ABC might not tele­ 
vise the gam es if the strike 
doesn’t end, the spokesman re­ 
plied: "T h at’s a hard question, 
because we’ve talked about that 


and really haven’t made a deci­ 
sion.” 
But he emphasized that as of 
now, ABC’s schedule rem ains 
unchanged.

if 
ABC d o esn ’t have 
enough to w orry about, its 
"N FL Monday Night Football” 
opener on Aug. 19 will, for the 
first time in its history, be

game. 
At CBS, and NBC, each fac­ 
ing an 89-game schedule, the 
official word is that no gam es 
will be dropped, even if the 
strike continues. 
The y ear’s pro football pack­ 
age is costing the networks in 
excess of 852 million. 
Industry sources say ABC, 
whose g am es a re in costly 
prime evening time, is charging 
national advertisers an average 
of 8100,000 per minute for its 
preseason and regular season 
games. 
The preseason tab at CBS and 
NBC is $60.000 and £19.000 a 
m inute, resp e c tiv e ly , so u rces 
say. The networks, which de­ 
cline to say what prices they’re 
c harging, each plan to air three 
preseason games. 


Californians Eligible 
For Drug Refunds 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia residents were informed 
yesterday 
by State Attorney

they are eligible to receive cash

In filling out the forms, resi­ 
dents must estim ate how much 
they spent but need not provide 
proof of purchase. Claims for

than $150 need not be 
documented. 
California will receive about

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EVOLUTION ART INSTITUTE 
A Goal Of Self-Sufficiency 


By ERNEST MURPHY 
“ I used to paint human suf­ 
fering," artist Bernard Baruch 
Zakheim recalled as he mixed a 
wheelbarrow of plaster at the 
Evolution Art Institute north of 
Petaluma recently. 


“ But then I decided that, with 
wars all the time and Nixon 
and everything, we don't need 
to be reminded so much. 
“ So I tried to think of some­ 
thing that everyone can appre­ 
ciate, no matter what language 
they speak." 
Zakheim gestured grandly to­ 
ward two oils standing in the 
com er. “That’s what I came up 
with — girls." 
Sure enough, girls they were. 
Earthy, sexy girls glistening on 
the plywood panels. 
Zakheim, now in his 76th year 
but hardly showing it, was pre­ 
paring the plaster so he could 
paint a fresco of the lovelies 
during the art institute's mid­ 
summer day celebration. It be­ 
gins at 10 a.m. Aug. 11 at the 
organization’s chicken house 
workshop at 6030 Roblar Road. 
Fresco painting, 
the artist 
explained, began when civilized 
man learned to plaster the 
walls of his dwellings. The 
walls were bare and so artisans 
were employed to use paint to 
dim the glare of the over­ 
whelming whiteness. 
Zakheim is one of the rela­ 
tively few present-day practi­ 
tioners of the art. 
He explained how water col­ 
ors are applied to a ground of 
damp plaster, allowing the pig­ 
ments to meld with the medium 
into scenes of astounding vivid­ 
ness and clarity. 
A native of Warsaw, Poland. 
Zakheim came to San Francis­ 
co in the 1920s to work as an 
upholsterer, later becoming a 
manufacturer of custom-made 
furniture. 
To take his mind from his 
business, he continued the art 
studies he had 
begun as a 
youth, going to Mexico in 1930 
to study with Diego Rivera. The 
next year he spent in Europe, 
studying the works of Giotto 
and Cimabue. 
On his return to San Francis­ 
co in 1932, he won a competition 
to paint a fresco at the city’s 
Jewish center He also did one 
at the Alemany Health Center 
and one in Coit Tower atop 
Telegraph Hill. 
Between 1936 and 1940 he 
executed murals at the Univer­ 
sity of California Medical Cen­ 
ter. depicting the history of 
medicine. 
The medical center works, 
which include blood-curdling 
scenes of wierd 
shamanistic 
rites, were criticized by faculty 
members, who felt they dis­ 
tracted the students. The mu­ 
rals were covered with wallpa­ 
per in 1948. (In 1968 Zakheim 
was commissioned to restore 
them. He took the job but dis­ 
dainfully 
com pared 
it 
to 
“trying to do what the nursery 
rhyme Humpty-Dumpty illus­ 
trates.”) 
In the years since 1941, when 
he moved to a farm near Sebas­ 
topol. he executed a sculptured 
shrine depicting the atrocities 
committed by the Nazis. 
The shrine, in six tableaux 
fashioned from redwood, com­ 
memorates the Warsaw Ghetto 
uprising in which members of 
his own family were slaugh­ 
tered.

The activity is part of a class to 
be taught in fresco painting at the 
institute. Zakheim is visiting 
there expressly to pass on to 
others his mastery of the ancient 
art. 


work led to Zakheim’s being 
named California artist of the 
year in 1972. 
According to Michael Gonza­ 
lez, president of the Evolution 
Art Institute, he begged Zak­ 
heim several years ago to teach 
him the fresco technique. Zak­ 
heim's participation in the mid­ 
summer day celebration is a 
fulfillment of the request. 
During the celebration, which 
benefits the nonprofit institute, 
a “country luncheon" featuring 
organically-grown turkeys and 
vegetables will be served, while 
visitors view the works of Zak­ 
heim and the institute’s crafts­ 
men. 
Gonzalez, the institute’s foun­ 
der. moved to Southern Sonoma 
from Los Angeles five years 
ago. At first, he said, he worked 
for a Sebastopol toy company, 
but grew restless when its com­ 
mercial aspects overwhelmed 
the creative end. 
So he took what money he 
received for his designs and 
inventions in the toy trade and 
invested it in a workshop which 
he envisioned as an “open stu­ 
dio” — a place where anyone 
could come to learn art tech­ 
niques and craftsmanship. 
Today, the institute has sev­ 
eral dozen students from the 
area who come to learn tech­ 
niques as diverse as blacksmi- 
thing, waste recycling, calligra- 
p h y , 
c r e a t i v e 
s e w i n g , 
woodworking, plaster mold- 
making, ceramics, beekeeping, 
vegetable growing and. now, 
fresco painting. 
“We ll learn the process from 
Bernard and then dispense it to 
others by teaching,” Gonzalez 
said. 
“That’s our main role 
here.” 


The institute’s organizers, 
Gonzalez, Lawrence Dubey, 
Cathy Osman and Greer Upton, 
all are Southern Sonoma artists 
whose vision includes the crea­ 
tion of a self-supporting com­ 
munity of artisans something 
like the Baulines Craftsmen's 
Guild. 


The turkies to be served at 
the luncheon were raised at the 
institute, and its members are 
now experimenting with the use 
of wind-driven electrical gener­

NFL Pla y e rs Modify Four 'Fre e dom ls s ue / De ma nds 


WASHINGTON OJPD - The 
National Football Leag ue Play ­ 
ers 
Association has modified 
four of its 
“freedom 
issue” 
dem ands in a bid to end the 32- 
day old strike ag ainst the NFL 
owners, it was learned today . 
One of the chang es would 
allow com m issioner Pete Roz- 
elle to retain his authority over 
questions involving “the integ ­ 
rity of the g am e" but would 
p rovide for an im p artial arbi­ 
trato r to handle the day -to-day 
g rievances 
between a p lay er 
and his club. 
The revised offer, subm itted 
to the owners at a m arathon 
session which broke up at 1:45 
a.m . 
EDT today , would also 
allow a veteran after four y ears 
to cancel a trade or waiver 


deal. The p lay ers also would be 
g iven the rig ht of first refusal 
on any waivers. 


The union also ag reed that 
the reg ular colleg e draft should 
continue, but with the stip ula­ 
tion that if a draftee was will­ 
ing to sit out his first y ear of 
p ro football, he would then be 
free to sig n with the team of his 
choice. 


The p lay ers also have made 
what was described as a “ sub­ 
stantial” cut in their economic 
dem ands, it was learned. 


As the owners and the p lay ­ 
ers headed back for another 
toug h round of neg otiations at 2 
p m EDT, a source close to the 
union comm ented on the own­ 
e rs’ attitude. 


“ It seem s to us they are 
try ing to break the union in­ 
stead of neg otiating a contract. 
The strike is holding up very 
well under incredible p ressures 
by the owners on individual 
p lay ers,” he said. 


There have been rep orts of 
owners offering veterans be­ 
tw een $5,000 and $10,000 to 
cross the p icket line and rep ort 
to cam p . Some p lay ers have 
alleg ed that owner Joe Robbie 
of Miami has threatened to sue 
all the p lay ers on his club who 
rem ain out of cam p and coach 
Don Shuia has threatened to 
tra de p la y e r re p re se n ta tive 
Doug Swift. 


The p lay ers also were rep ort­ 
ed up set in that their full neg o­ 


p orts 
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tiating com m ittee has shown up 
at every session called by fed­ 
eral m ediator W. J. Usery , Jr. 
while the owners have been 
rep resented only by “a token 
few .” 


Y esterday ’s session beg an at 
10 a.m ., recessed for lunch at I 
p m. and then settled down for 
what amounted to an endurance 
contest at 3 p .m. 
Usery declined to say wheth­ 


er there had been substantial 


p ro g ress 
m ade 
durin g 
the 


course of the long day . But he 
said “ There have been sug g es­ 
tions back and forth by both 
sides and y ou know how long 
we've been here.” 


He said that during the nig ht 
session the controversial free­ 
dom issues had been discussed 
“ long and h ard.” 


i wouldn’t minimize the dif­ 
feren ces betw een th e m .” he 
said of the barg aining . “ It’s 
very difficult and very toug h.” 


Most of the morning was tak­ 
en up with Usery and his aides 
m eeting sep arately with bar­ 
g aining rep resentatives of both 
sides, 
althoug h there 
was a 


joint meeting of one half hour 
before the luncheon recess. 


The NFL p lay ers received 
some moral sup p ort from M ar­ 
vin Miller, ex ecutive director of 
the M ajor Leag ue Play ers As­ 
sociation, who blasted football 
owners 
“ for m isleading fans 
and the American p ublic.” 


Miller, in lining up his union 
with the NFLPA, p ointed out 
that “ the football p lay ers, in 
seeking im p artial arbitration of 
differen ces w hich a rise con­ 
cerning the meaning or ap p lica­ 
tion of contract p rovisions, are 
asking no more than millions of 
wag e and salary earners have 
had for y ears, including p rofes­ 
sional athletes in baseball, bas­ 
ketball and hockey .” The bar­ 


g aining rep resentatives for the 


NFL Play ers Association and 


the ow ners' M anag em ent Coun­ 


cil were kep t throug hout the 
long afternoon and nig ht with­ 
out sup p er. In the p eriods when 
Usery was m eeting sep arately 
in another room with the own­ 
ers, 
the p lay ers’ rep resenta­ 
tives worked out with weig hts 
and other ex ercise devices, and 
then later p lay ed cards occa­ 
sionally . 
Had they been in training 
cam p in stead of barg ain in g 
with the owners, they would 
have been subject to a fine for 
violating the curfew Of course, 
the p lay ers' dem ands include 
the elimination of such curfews 
and resultant fines.

NFL Players Modify Four 'Freedom lssue/ Demands 


WASHINGTON OJPD - The 
National Football League Play­ 
ers Association has modified 
four of its “freedom 
issue” 
demands in a bid to end the 32- 
day old strike against the NFL 
owners, it was learned today. 
One of the changes would 
allow commissioner Pete Roz- 
elle to retain his authority over 
questions involving “the integ­ 
rity of the game” but would 
provide for an impartial arbi­ 
trator to handle the day-to-day 
grievances between a player 
and his club. 
The revised offer, submitted 
to the owners at a marathon 
session which broke up at 1:45 
a.m. 
EDT today, would also 
allow a veteran after four years 
to cancel a trade or waiver 


deal. The players also would be 
given the right of first refusal 
on any waivers. 


The union also agreed that 
the regular college draft should 
continue, but with the stipula­ 
tion that if a draftee was will­ 
ing to sit out his first year of 
pro football, he would then be 
free to sign with the team of his 
choice. 


The players also have made 
what was described as a “sub­ 
stantial” cut in their economic 
demands, it was learned. 


As the owners and the play­ 
ers headed back for another 
tough round of negotiations at 2 
p m EDT, a source close to the 
union commented on the own­ 
ers’ attitude. 


“ It seems to us they are 
trying to break the union in­ 
stead of negotiating a contract. 
The strike is holding up very 
well under incredible pressures 
by the owners on individual 
players,” he said. 


There have been reports of 
owners offering veterans be­ 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 to 
cross the picket line and report 
to camp. Some players have 
alleged that owner Joe Robbie 
of Miami has threatened to sue 
all the players on his club who 
remain out of camp and coach 
Don Shula has threatened to 
trade player representative 
Doug Swift. 


The players also were report­

wage and salary earners have 
had for years, including profes­ 
sional athletes in baseball, bas­ 
ketball and hockey.” The bar­

Those Matty Tracks 
By LEE TREVINO 
To be perfectly honest, some guys play matty fairways — 
where the turf is heavily thatched — better than I do because 
I beat down on the ball so hard. 
Sometimes this makes the divot curl instead of fly, so the 
ball doesn’t come off of it crisp. Well, there’s different 
strokes for different blokes, which explains the opposing 
methods that Gary Player and I use on matty fairways. 
Gary moves the ball up for these shots, and I play it back. 
It's hard to criticize a man who’s won every major 
tournament, so I won’t. He plays the ball forward, with his 
hands slightly behind the ball, and hits it a little cleaner than 
on a normal swing. 
That's Gary’s way. But a pro can sweep the ball off the 
thatch where the ordinary golfer will skull it into the next 
county. 
My method is to play the shot from well back in the stance 
The reason is that matty fairways catch the heel of the club 
first — like shooting from tall rough — and smothers the ball. 
Choke down a mite on the grip for better club control As 
you get closer to the green, shorten your swing to about 
three-quarters. You’ll get a cleaner contact.

Q. I have $50,000 in cash to 
invest for income and safety. 
I am interested in purchasing 
some high rated bonds. Would 
you recommend two or three 
issues? — W.C. 
A. Bell Telephone Company 
of Pennsylvania has recently 
offered $175 million in 9% per 
cent debentures due July 15, 
20] 4. Rated AAA, this issue is 
trading just under par to yield 
9.65 per cent to maturity Vir­ 
ginia Electric & Power has also 
marketed an attractive issue 
carrying a 10’i per cent cou­ 
pon. This A-ratcd first mort­ 
gage bond is due July 1, 1983, 
but is call-protected to 1982. In 
recent trading, this bond has 
changed hands at just above 
par value. In the more sea­ 
soned sector, P hiladelphia 
Electric 8'*s of 1996 has invest­ 
ment merit This first mortgage 
bond is double A rated and is 
currently trading around 83. At 
this discounted price, the 
NYSE-listed bond yields 9.9 per 
cent currently. 
Q. I am contemplating pur­ 
chasing shares of Pacific Tel­ 
ephone & Telegraph (NYSE). 
I would like your opinion of 
this stock. — A T. 
A. Despite the 8.6 per cent 
yield currently abailable on 


these shares, I would be in­ 
clined to look elsewhere for 
income and/or growlh invest­ 
ments. In the first half through 
May, earnings were off 13 per 
cent on an II per cent increase 
in common shares outstanding, 
while revenues gained 8 per 
cent. Thus, dividend coverage 
narrowed somewhat in the six- 
month period. Operating in a 
less-than-generous 
regulatory 
climate. Pacific has filed for a 
$290 million rate increase, while 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission has recommended 
a $114 million cut. However 
some compromise proposal will 
undoubtedly be forthcoming 
Without some meaningful rate 
relief, Pacific’s earnings will be 
below the $1.59 per share oi 
1973. 
The company plans to spenc 
$975 million for constructior 
this year. In June, a $250 mil 
lion bond offering was market 
ed and an equity offering may 
be forthcoming soon to finance 
these expenditures. Additions 
debt and/or equity offerings are 
probable before year-end, fur 
ther burdening the company's 
profit perform ance.

State Should Plug 
Food Stamp Abuses 


California’s welfare chief is 
urging reforms to plug the “ap­ 
palling lack of accountability” 
in the food stamp program. 
David Swoap, director of the 
D epartm ent of Benefit P ay­ 
ments, told newsmen at a Sac­ 
ramento press conference that 
his recommendations for re­ 
form have been forwarded to 
Governor Reagan. If initiated, 
Swoap said the recommenda­ 
tions could save taxpayers $200 
million in federal, state and 
county funds. 
There are 1.3 million Califor­ 
nians receiving food stamps at 
a cost of $420 million a year to 
the federal government. Na­ 
tionwide, the growth of the food 
stamp program has been rapid. 
As recently as 1971. it cost only 
$1.6 billion, but this year it is 
programmed for more than $4 
billion. The number of people 
receiving food stamps nation­ 
wide rose from 6.5 million in 
1970 to 13.6 million at latest 
count. 


REFORMS TO save taxpay­ 
e rs ’ money are p articularly 
welcome at this time, when 
spiralling food costs are pricing 
many staple food products be­ 
yond the reach of the average 
w age-earner. 
Food 
stam ps 
(food dollars bought at dis­ 
count) artificially increase the 
supply of food purchasing pow­ 
er and therefore contribute to 
price rises, as more money 
competes for the same amount 
of food commodities. 
It may be argued that the 
demands on food staples are 
not affected by the amount of 
food stam ps issued because 
people must have the bare ne­ 
cessities, stamps or no stamps. 
That may be true in theory, but 
in actual practice, we suspect 
that stamps do get into the

hands of the undeserving and 
contribute to the inflationary 
trend. 


FURTHERMORE, the laxity 
in the food stamp and in other 
public aid programs in the 
state encourages migration into 
California and contribute to the 
population pressures that are 
taxing our schools and housing 
facilities. Experts are predict­ 
ing that California’s current 
population of 21 million can 
double, to 43 million, in the 
next 45 years. That figure is 
predicated on an annual migra­ 
tion of 150,000 into the state. 
Reforms in the food stamp 
program should not, and we 
are sure, will not victimize or 
harass individuals and families 
who are deserving. But a 
crackdown is overdue on the 
well-to-do or the children of the 
well-to-do who find loopholes to 
cash in on the program while 
the elderly and the moderate 
income families do without to 
stretch the inflated dollar. 


MR. SWOAP’S recommenda­ 
tions include tightening of eligi­ 
bility requirements for college 
students who are receiving food 
stam ps, m ore accountability 
and stricter control to insure 
that the stamps are reaching 
their proper destinations. 
The public must depend on 
state and county officials to 
crack down on abuses in this 
field because individual citizens 
are in no position to help spot 
violations. 


WHENEVER WE see others 
in the grocery line paying for 
cartloads of fruits, vegetables, 
and meat with food stamps, we 
have a right to some assurance 
that they are more deserving 
than we of the public aid that 
we are helping to provide.

Women Physically Unsuited f * * ? 
For Patrolling Of Highways ^

Unfortunately for those who work sin­ 
cerely for equal pay for equal work as it 
applies to the sexes, the activists in the 
so-called womens liberation movements 
constantly seem to be engaged in at­ 
tem pts to change what God created. 
In failing to recognize that there are 
basic differences between m an and wom­ 
an, which no human can legislate other­ 
wise, such activists more often harm 
than aid the cause of equal pay for equal 
work. 
For, with reckless abandon, they seek 
to install women in jobs which can best 
or only 
be filled by men. 
Such an 
exam ple is that of women seeking jobs as 
state traffic officers. 


THERE ARE PLACES in law enforce­ 
ment where women can perform as well 
as men, such as crim inal identification 
and m any types of investigations. Those 
doors should be wide open to the female 
sex. But when it comes to restraining 
violent, ruthless criminals, few women, if 
any, are physically or m entally suited. 
And, there are assignm ents in the 
Highway Patrol which can just as well be 
handled by women. Such things as weigh 
stations and auto safety inspections are 
am ong them . However, claim ing women 
can function as highway patrolm en be­ 
cause of such assignm ents ignores the 
fact that those duties are below the 
qualifications of state traffic officers and 
should not now be perform ed by such 
highly paid personnel. The patrol already 
has come to that conclusion regarding 
weigh stations and has nearly phased out 
the use of patrolm en in favor of lower 
paid civilian personnel. 


BUT IN THEIR basic job of patrolling 
the highw ays the awful fact is that the 
state traffic officer is constantly exposed

to the hazard of confrontations with 
desperate arm ed criminals. Despite this 
the Patrol has been mandated by the 
legislature to launch a pilot program to 
determ ine the practicality of employing 
women as state traffic officers. 
To get things underway the Patrol 
recently held an examination to select 40 
women for the pilot program . Some 1400 
applicants participated in a written ex­ 
am ination held exclusively for the wom­ 
en, followed by a physical fitness test. 
The physical test was not the same as 
that given to men. It was a special test, 
devised by the University as more suita­ 
ble for women. That in itself was a 
recognition that women are different and 
cannot be judged equally or expected to 
possess the sam e strength as men. 


THE VERY FACT that the written 
exam ination was held just for the women 
applicants thw arts the theory of equality. 
Since appointm ents to the patrol are 
m ade on the basis of those scoring the 
highest in a given test, true equality 
could only be dem onstrated by having the 
men and women competing freely in the 
sam e exam at the sam e time. But, in 
dem anding equality, the women want to 
be accorded special treatm ent. And that 
is the point which destroys their claims 
of equality. 
On the women’s side there are few 
professions or occupations where a differ­ 
ence in sex has any relationshiy to the 
ability to do the job. And those choosing 
one to do the job should be blindfolded as 
to sex. Women who attem pt to force their 
way into those few jobs which are 
particularly and exclusively suited to 
men m ake them selves appear ridiculous 


FOR THOSE who need specific exam ­ 
ples, a woman can serve as a judge, 
governor or president just as well as a 
man. But one would hardly advocate a 
woman attendant in a m en’s room or a 
m an cateringto the ladies in the sanctity 
of the powder room.

Recently I read an article in the 
Independent-Journal in which the city 
m anager of L arkspur criticized the coun­ 
ty assessor relative to estim ates made by 
the assessor’s ofice of the assessed valua­ 
tion for the City of Larkspur. 
Apparently the assessor’s estim ated 
assessed valuation was higher than they 
actual turned out to be. The result of this 
difference 
was that the City of L ark­ 
spur had to reduce its budget to coincide 
with levying the maximum tax rate tim es 
the actual assessed valuation. 
It seems to me that it is an irresponsi­ 
ble act for the City of L arkspur to 
attem pt to set thier budget at the m axi­ 
mum amount allowable rather than at 
the amount actually needed to operate 
the City of Larkspur. With approxim ately 
three-fourths of the Marin homeowners 
having been reassessed dram atically, the 
tax bills would be “out of sight” if every 
public entity followed the City of L ark­ 
spur’s m axim um -tax-rate approach. 
The current estim ated assessed valua­ 
tion of Larkspur (after the correction) is 
9xk per cent higher than the preceding 
year. Surely this should be enough to 
meet the required operating costs without 
further “socking it to the taxpayer.”

Big Labor's Political Funds 
Back Democratic Campaigns

At a time of unparalleled public resent­ 
ment of special-interest pressures in U.S. 
politics, we learn that organized labor 
has poured more than $1 million into the 
1974 political cam paigns and will bring 
another $5 million or more to bear as 
needed. 
This political fund, supplemented by 
“ educational” money provided from un­ 
ion dues and by the free services of union 
volunteers and political specialists, will 
go largely to the campaigns of D em ocrat­ 
ic candidates for the U.S. House and 
Senate. 
When you consider how deeply obligat­ 
ed to organized labor many D em ocratic 
candidates will be, if elected, you begin 
to understand w hat union leaders mean 
when they talk of their desire to see the 
country elect a “ veto-proof” Congress. 
A Congress so lopsided that it couldn’t 
be restrained by a presidential veto 
would be bad enough under any circum ­ 
stances. It would be an absolute disaster 
if its m ajority were heavily indebted to a 
voracious and dem anding special-interest 
group, such as the leadership of organ­ 
ized labor. 
The presidential veto is a valuable 
safeguard against congressional irrespon­ 
sibility; it gives the public a court of last 
resort against bad legislation; it helps 
preserve the principle of the separation 
of powers. 
Americans in recent months have been 


made aw are, with vigorous help from 
congressional Democrats, of the hazards 
of irresponsible use of power. After 
witnessing that irresponsibility in the 
executive branch, will the country readi­ 
ly hand unbridled power to Congress?

Gallup Poll reports the percentage of 
A m ericans calling them selves Republi­ 
cans has fallen to an all-tim e low. In view 
of W atergate, this com es as no real 
surprise. The dirt on a handful of offend­ 
ers has rubbed off on an entire political 
party, sm earing the innocent along with 
the guilty. 
Consequently, organized labor senses a 
rare opportunity which it intends to 
exploit to the full. Although most of the 
dropouts from the Republican Party have 
moved for the mom ent into the “inde­ 
pendent” column, they m ay well be ripe 
for the plucking by labor-backed Demo­ 
cratic candidates.

Voting Delay Could Improve 
Nixon's Chance Of Acquittal 


WASHINGTON - It was Rep. Lawr­ 
ence Hogan Jr. of M aryland who put in 
perspective the descent of the House 
judiciary comm ittee into wrangle and 
pettifog after the first day of noble 
exposition. Now, he said, we’re letting 
the public see what our closed sessions 
have been like. 
Yet when the final vote came on Article 
1, the sense of solemn responsibility was 
restored. 
WHATEVER THE motives, the delay­ 
ing tactics of Rep. Charles W. Sandman 
Jr. of New Jersey and the others slowing 
action on what was inevitable fro^i the 
first test vote did nothing to help Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s cause. The public has had 
W atergate right up to the neck. To wake 
up and discover one fine morning that it 
has gone away is the dream of most 
Americans. 
In the closed circle around the Presi­ 
dent there seems little or no understand­ 
ing of the public mood. As so often, White 
House tactics are self-defeating. 
The President’s counsel, Jam es St. 
Clair, in responding to the 8-to-0 Supreme 
Court decision, spoke of how monitoring 
the 64 tapes and readying them for the 
grand jury would be “ tim e consum ing.” 
It is fair to ask why these steps were not 
taken long before in preparation of just 
this eventuality. 


THE GRIM ORDEAL of im peachment 
still has months to go and that raises the 
question of how the House handles the 
case. 
If the articles of im peachm ent 
come to the floor with a rule perm itting 
amendmerits, debate can go on for far 
more than the 60 to 100 hours which is the 
outside estim ate. That will be true partic­ 
ularly if television in the House encour­ 
ages grandstanding for constituents back 
in the districts. 
The truly grim prospect is the appall­ 
ing length of tim e the process will take 
under the best of circum stances. From 
those anticipating a vote of im peachment 
in the House and trying to make the 
essential plans, here is a probable tim e­ 
table. 
SHORT OF stalling tactics, the House 
will meet the announced deadline and 
vote on Aug. 23. The Senate will then go 
im mediately into executive session to 
confirm the housekeeping details. This 
includes seating of visitors and press, the

requirem ents of television and other m at­ 
ters governing the trial of a president for 
only the second time in history. 
Most im portant in the closed session 
will be the vote on the time granted the 
President to prepare his defense. M ajori­ 
ty Leader Mike Mansfield puts this at a 
maximum of three weeks. Minority Lead­ 
er Hugh Scott believes it will be not less 
than four weeks. 


WITH THAT OUT of the way, the 
Senate in open televised session will hear 
the House m anagers, the term in the 
Constitution for the Representatives who 
will in effect be prosecutors, to present 
the formal charges. That will take per­ 
haps a full day. 
After an over-Labor Day recess the 
Senate comes back to normal business 
until both prosecution and defense have 
completed their respective cases. This 
means start of the actual trial on Oct. 1. 
Optimists, Mansfield among them, say a 
vote can come as early as Nov. 15. This 
allows for a three-day recess for the Nov. 
5 election. 


THE PESSIMISTS, of whom Scott is 
one, are convinced the final vote on 
acquittal or conviction will be Dec. 15 or 
later. 
Hints are coming from White House 
strategists that if the vote comes after 
the election, the President's chances of 
acquittal are good. Senators defeated or 
Republicans newly elected for a six-year 
term would feel free to vote their party 
loyalty and free the beleaguered P resi­ 
dent. 
THUS THE President’s neck might be 
saved so he could complete his term , 
thanks to two or three votes beyond the 
one-third required for acquittal. But the 
wholly cynical tactic of prolonging the 
ordeal, perhaps even into 1975, will com­ 
plete the distrust and disillusionment 
with all institutions of governm ent. That 
is an intolerable price for keeping a 
crippled chief executive in office. 
Those who must conduct the business 
of the trial which now seems inevitable 
speak of it with dread and something like 
horror. It is a nightm are they had never 
contemplated. But they are honorable 
men and they mean to go through with 
their constitutional responsibilities to the 
bitter end 


White House Is Taking Pains 
To Avoid Impeachment Politics

WASHINGTON D.C. - The W hite* 
House has adopted a “ hands-off” policy 
toward mem bers of the House and Sen­ 
ate, indicating its current frustrations in 
trying to cope with mounting im peach­ 
ment pressures. 
From sources deep within the adm inis­ 
tration come these decisions: 
— To avoid even the appearance of 
White House "arm tw isting” with either 
House or Senate mem bers. Even friendly 
“good will” visits to m em bers will be 
stopped — unless specifically tied in with 
an adm inistration bill. 


— A SIMILAR “ hands-off” policy will 
lie adopted on legislation that might 
please legislators who could be helpful in 
blocking im peachment or ouster. Time is 
running short. And the White House asks: 
what helps or hurts President Nixon 
most, pleasing conservatives or pleasing 
liberals in Congress? While “ conserva­ 
tive” legislation may be helpful in the 
House it might be highly detrim ental in 
the Senate. 
W hile “ h ands-off” and som e o th er 
sketchy plans are em erging from new 
discussions high within the adm inistra­ 
tion (perhaps a television address, per­ 
haps some more speeches around the 
country), the White House so far seems to 
have been unable to shape a successful 
course for winning the necessary num-

IT IS NORMAL for the executive side 
to talk to and seem to persuade m em bers 
of Congress to support administration- 
backed m easures. The President’s aides 
bring “ heavy guns” at times to help 
them with im portant legislation. 
Up to now there may have been little of 
such effort on the subject of im peach­ 
ment — although even observers in the 
Democratic National Committee say they 
cannot be certain this has been going on. 


BUT NOW, one White House aide says: 
“ From now on even the most polite 
contact on our part might well be misin­ 
terpreted — and it might boomerang. 
Even a friendly ‘hello’ now may well be 
viewed as im peachment politics. ” 
The idea of pushing bills which anti­ 
impeachment, anti-ouster congressmen 
and senators might like was rejected in 
weeks past by White House strategists. 
Now it has been considered anew — and 
turned down again. 


EARLIER, there were White House 
aides who saw the President's future 
turning on what Republicans plus con­ 
servative Democrats would do on im ­ 
peachm ent in the House. Thus they felt 
that legislation with a conservative bent 
would be the best im peachment politics. 
But now White House thinking is focus­ 
ing on possible if not likely Senate 
im peachment action and this question is 
asked. What happens if we antagonize 
the “liberal” Republicans in the Senate? 
Here the White House is thinking about 
Republicans in the “liberal” or “ m oder­ 
ate” bloc in the Senate, including Lowell 
Weicker, Charles Percy, Mark Hatfield, 
Robert Packwood, Charles Mathias, Clif­ 
ford C ase, E dw ard Brooke, M ilton 
Young, and Jacob Javits. 


SAID ONE INFORMANT on White 
House thinking: 
“These senators are 
already less than friendly with the Presi­ 
dent. But Nixon will need his Republi­ 
cans, or most of them, if he is going to 
avoid conviction. So he must not do 
anything more to irritate them .” 


Actually, if the White House sought to 
influence Congress through legislation 
during the last few months, such “ im ­ 
peachm ent politics” is difficult to trace 
with any certainty. 


ONE ASSESSMENT from the Republi­ 
can leadership side says this of White 
House legislation efforts: “ If there are 
any im peachm ent politics at work, it is 
that the President now seems to be trying 
to hold hands with everybody on the Hill.

Fred Zelinsky Is Giving Up 
Piece-Meal Planning Method 


At last after many years, 
landowner Fred G. Zelinsky of 
Belvedere has come up with 
master plans for the 14 or so 
acres of land he owns in down­ 
town Tiburón. 


(City staff estimate that he 
owns about one-third of the 
remaining open property in the 
city's central core). 


FOR A LONG time, Zelinsky 
has been a colorful and some­ 
times frustrating character for 
the city planning staff and com­ 
mission to work with. Like 
many, he seems to think that 
much of the red tape connected 
with building projects is unnec­ 
essary. According to the plan­ 
ning department, it was not 
unusual for him to come in of 
an afternoon with his plans 
sketched out on the back of a 
cocktail napkin or a skirt card­ 
board and announce that the 
bulldozers would be there short­ 
ly. 
Needless to say, he had many 
run-ins with the bureaucracy. 
A few months ago, the plan­ 
ning commission told him that 
he could no longer go on devel­ 
oping on a piecemeal basis — a 
building here, a building there. 


HE WOULD HAVE to bring 
in a total long range plan for all 
his property, just as Southern 
Pacific Railroad has done for 
its 36 acres in downtown Tib­ 
urón. 


The city council later modi­ 
fied that dictum and said Zelin­ 
sky could split his land into two 
projects — one for acreage 
north of Tiburón Boulevard and 
one for land to the south. 
So he has presented the plans 
for the two areas. Of course, 
that doesn’t mean that he can’t 
and won’t change his mind 
again. 


THE FINANCIALLY troubled 
Mill Valley School D istrict, 
which will ask voters in Novem­ 
ber for permission to increase 
spending per pupil, estimated 
recently that 330 district chil­ 
dren go to private instead of 
public schools. 
At $1,223 per pupil, which was 
the revenue spending limit set 
for the district in 1973-74, this 
means an annual loss of $403,- 
590 in income for the district.

The commission, after airing 
the document in a public hear­ 
ing set for 9:30 a m Saturday 
in city hall, is expected to 
approve the plan and pass it to 
the city council. 
The proposal is similar in

There are, however, 
sweeping differences, with the 
com m ission deleting or sub­ 
stantially revising several key 
proposals. 
The commission’s plan aban­ 
dons consultant proposals for 
underground 
people-m overs 
downtown, a downtown "m ulti­ 
modal” transportation hub and 
a major new freeway inter­ 
change near Second Street. 
The commission’s plan also 
abandons the consultant propos­ 
als for an annual growth quota, 
encouraging duplex and triplex 
units in single-family residen­ 
tial neighborhoods, and boost­ 
ing the proportion of moderate 
and low income housing in San 
Rafael. 
Most extensive revision is ap­ 
parent in commission drafts of 
the housing and transportation 
e le m e n ts. The c o n s u lta n ts ’ 
housing chapter was angrily 
rejected by the commission in 
May a fte r city officials de­ 
clared it failed to reflect com­ 
mission viewpoints. City staff 
rewrote the chapter. 
The commission plan, in re­ 
jecting notions of growth quo­ 
tas, proposes instead to control 
residential growth by linking it 
with environm ental ‘‘holding 
capacity” and availability of 
services. “The appropriate den­ 
sities in the built-up and newly 
developing areas will be deter­ 
mined based upon a thorough 
evaluation of the environmental 
capacities of the various neigh­ 
borhoods, and. eventually, on 
the specific plans to be devel­ 
oped for each neighborhood,” 
according to the plan.

House Hit For Limit

wide conservation organization 
last night sharply criticized the 
recent action of the House of 
R epresentatives in renewing 
legislation limiting the liability 
of utilities in a nuclear power 
plant disaster. 
James Harding of Friends of 
the Earth, speaking at a Marin 
Alternative forum on the pros 
and cons of nuclear power, said 
that without that legislation the 
energy industry cannot afford 
the risk of nuclear plants, 
which his group opposes. 
The Senate has yet to ap­ 
prove the renewal of the Price- 
Anderson Act, 
he said 
The 
measure limits a utility’s liabil­ 
ity in case of nuclear accident 
to $560 million. The real dam­ 
age to life and property has 
been estimated at up to $30 
billion, he said. 
To illustrate how much ener­ 
gy the U.S. consumes, Harding 
said the amount was equivalent 
to every citizen downing a mar­ 
tini every 90 seconds around the 
clock. 
Other panelists, however, in­ 
sisted the only alternatives to 
nuclear plants are devastating 
strip mining of coal and oil 
shale, or crippling dependence 
on Arab oil.

agree­ 
ment in Geneva. 


G reek C ypriot le a d e rs d e­ 
nounced the attacks as “gross 
violations" of the truce and 
accused T urkey of sending 
more reinforcem ents to occu- 
aied sections of the em battled 
island. 


At the United Nations, Soviet 
Ambassador Yakov A. Malik 
rushed to the security council 
from 
vacation and vetoed a 
resolution calling for peackeep- 
ing forces to expand th e ir 
duties on Cyprus in accordance 
with the Geneva peace agree­ 
ment. 


Im mediately after the d ra­ 
matic vote, Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim said Turkey’s 
m ilitary com m ander on Cyprus 
had demanded U.N. withdrawal 
from Turkish enclaves. Wald­ 
heim said he had no choice but 
to comply. 


In Moscow, the official Soviet 
news agency Tass said Malik 
“ foiled the attem pts” by some 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation m em bers to impose a 
change in the U.N. role without 
“ sufficient sounding out.” 


In Athens, G reece’s new civil­ 
ian governm ent began demobi­ 
lizing its forces today, 12 days 
after T urkey’s invasion of Cy­ 
prus brought the nation to the 
brink of war. 


Britain. Greece and Turkey 
signed the Geneva agreem ent 
Tuesday, imposing a standstill 
cease-fire and adopting a de 
facto partition of the form er 
British colony between the m a­ 
jo rity G reeks and m inority 
Turks.

C. Gross said Turkish forces 
shelled the Greek Cypriot vil­ 
lages of K aravas and Lapithos.

Hyperactivity Measures 
Recommended By Doctor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Four 
million children across the na­ 
tion are affected by hyperactiv­ 
ity which results in learning 
problems and aggressive and 
unpredictable behavior, accord­ 
ing to a noted allergist. 


Dr. Ben F. Feingold, chief 
em eritus of the Departm ent of 
Allergy at K aiser-Perm anente 
Medical Center in San Francis­ 
co, discussed the “epidem ic” of 
hyperactivity in testimony yes­ 
terday at a state Senate Educa­ 
tion Committee hearing. 
Feingold declared hyperactiv­ 
ity is a “serious situation of 
epidemic proportion that is un­ 
derm ining the very fiber of our 
children and 
threatening the 
stability of our future genera­ 
tions.” 
He d escrib ed h y p eractiv e 
children as “com parable to a 
revved up motor with the throt­ 
tle stuck.” 
Feingold recommended foods 
containing artificial 
flavoring 
or coloring be clearly labeled to 
help solve the problem. 
He has reported successful 
treatm ent of hyperactivity by 
altering a child’s diet to remove 
foods with artificial flavoring or 
coloring and other substances 
such as aspirin. 
He estim ated that ultim ately 
40 to 60 per cent of the cases 
can be treated successfully with 
such a diet. 
Until recently most hyperac­ 
tive children, whose behavior 
disrupts classroom s, have been 
treated with the use of stimu-. 
lants such as am phetam ines. 
The stim ulatnts have the effect 
of calm ing the children, but 
some medical authorities con­ 
tend many children, who are 
not actually hyperactive, are 
being wrongfully drugged. 
The problem affects 70,000 to 
360,000 
California 
youngsters, 
said a Senate Education Com­ 
mittee staff report. 
The report added “ that in 
some cases school 
personnel 
have encouraged drug tre a t­ 
ment of hyperactivity beyond 
their 
legal 
bounds 
and that 
chemical 
therapy to alter a 
child's behavior to conform to 
acceptable’ classroom conduct 
raises grave moral questions.” 
Hpyeractivity usually affects 
boys between the ages of five 
and 12 with generally only one 
child in a family being afflict­ 


ed. 
Cause of the ailm ent is not 
known, but Feingold suggested 
it m ay have a genetic origin. 
He advocated research into the 
effect 
of artificial flavorings 
and coloring during conception 
and pregnancy. 
In making his recom m enda­ 
tion on labeling, Feingold said 
that in many cases the inform a­ 
tion on labels is “ inadequate,” 
and “ when the chem icals are 
indicated, they may be illegible 
or in term s that are m eaning­ 
less to the average consum er.” 
He recommended a “ symbol 
be adopted to designate com­ 
plete absence of artificial colors 
and flavors in the food prod­ 
uct.” 
A n o th e r 
w itn e s s , 
H ugh 
D'Andrade of the CIBA P h ar­ 
m aceutical Co., which makes 
one of the drugs used to treat 
hyperactivity, said “We know 
of 
no facts to substantiate” 
assertions that twice as many 
children receive stiP'ulant m ed­ 
ication for h y p e ra c tiv ity as 
need it.

Greece Plans To Return 
To 1952 Constitution 


ATHENS (UPD - Greece's 
new civilian government has 
decided to return to a 1952 
constitution 
without 
restoring 
the abolished monarchy of King 
Constantine II, government offi­ 
cials said today. 
The officials said a decree 
restoring the constitution, 
which was replaced with a new 
one by the military junta in 
'968, would be published later 
today. 
They said no decision had yet 
been taken about the possible 
return of King Constantine or a 
national referendum on the 
monarchy, and the 1952 consti­ 
tution would be applied without 
the clauses relating to the mon­ 
archy. 
The king was deposed 13 
months ago by then Premier 
George Papadopoulos who de­ 


clared Greece a republic and 
was elected its first president. 
Constantine, now living in Lon­ 
don, fled Greece in 1967 and has 
been in exile since. 
The decree by Greece's first 
civilian government in seven 
years also will restore to the 
defense minister all the powers 
he lost under the military re­ 
gime and reinstate all the pro­ 
fessors and students expelled 
from universities for allegedly 
anfigovemment activities. 
Greece began demobilization 
today of its forces that had 
been kept on a war footing 
throughout the Geneva talks on 
Cyprus. 
Several thousand reservists 
have already returned and the 
sources said a general scale- 
down in the nation’s forces had 
been ordered.

Muir Woods 
Plans Open 
To Comment 


Plans to preserve and en­ 
hance the natural environment 
of Muir Woods National Monu­ 
ment are available for public 
review and comment Superin­ 
tendent Richard B. Hardin an­ 
nounced today. 
Some of the proposals in the 
Natural Resources Manage­ 
ment Plan for Muir Woods Na­ 
tional Monument could be put 
into operation this fall, Hardin 
added. 
Proposals include: 
Study to determine whether 
the number of persons visiting 
the park at one time, limited to 
approximately 1,100 persons at 
present, should be reduced or 
expanded. 
A vegetative history study of 
the Redwood Creek watershed 
and the management of the 
forest undergrowth to reduce 
adverse effects of visitors. 
Stream bank stabilization 
along Redwood Creek and the 
removal of downed vegetation 
where it obstructs visitor ac­ 
cess. 
Reduction of eucalyptus and 
various cultured plants that are 
foreign to the woods. 
Extension of fencing and hard 
surfacing on the main trail 
from Cathedral Grove to the 
fourth bridge, as has been done 
on the lower section of the trail. 
The National Park Service’s 
study and review during the 
assessment process indicated 
that there would be no signifi­ 
cant 
environmental 
impact 
from the proposed actions, ac­ 
cording to Hardin. 
Copies of the plans are avail­ 
able at Muir Woods or at the 
Western Regional Office of the 
National Park Service in San 
Francisco. Written comments 
should be submitted by Aug. 31 
to Superintendent Hardin at 
Muir W’oods National Monu­ 
ment, Mill Valley.

Five-Minute Gap 
In Another Tape

gate tape surrendered by Presi­ 
dent Nixon after a bitter court 
battle to keep the tapes secret. 
Existence of the gap was 
disclosed yesterday by presi­ 
dential defense attorney James 
D. St. Clair, who at the same 
time asked a federal court to 
keep another 48 minutes of 
presidential conversations out 
of the hands of Watergate pros­ 
ecutors on grounds of executive 
privilege. 
He said the gap was discov­ 
ered in the tape of a meeting 
Nixon had on April 17, 1973, 
with key aides H R. Haldeman 
and John D. Ehrlichman —one 
of 20 tapes Nixon surrendered 
to U.S. District Judge John J 
Sirica Tuesday under terms of 
last week’s Supreme Court or­ 
der. 
“ Judging from the notations 
on the tape boxes, the tape ran 
out and was replaced in the 
midst of this conversation.” St. 
Clair told Sirica in a written 
analysis. 
“ A timing of the two seg­ 
ments indicates that approxi­ 
mately 5 minutes and 12 sec­ 
onds of conversation were 
never recorded. ”

set. Harding proposed, to pre­ 
vent overheating of the earth’s 
atmosphere. Even a few de­ 
grees increase can lead to ca­ 
tastrophic clim atic changes, 
such as melting of the polar ice 
caps, he argued. 
Siding with Harding was Neill 
Smith, Tiburon architect and 
founder of Marin Environmen­ 
tal Cooperative. To continue 
using energy at the current 
rate, he declared, “is commit­ 
ting social suicide ” 
The only alternative. Smith 
said, is to “find a balance 
based on the biological balance 
of the e a rth .” E ither stop 
trying to squeeze the last drop 
of energy out of the earth, he 
said, or face “a totally downhill 
direction ” 
Defending the energy indus­ 
try were Hugo Simens, a safety 
engineer for Bechtel Corp., 
builder of power plants, and Kit 
Newton of Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company’s public in­ 
formation office. Both agreed 
on the need to conserve energy, 
but argued the public would not 
tolerate it if the energy indus­ 
try failed to meet its demand 
for energy. 
M odern a g r ic u ltu r e uses 
enormous amounts of energy, 
Simens noted, yet “a lot of it 
goes to feed the starving mil­ 
lions of the world.” It takes 10 
calories of energy in chemicals, 
machinery and transportation 
to produce one calorie of ener­ 
gy in an agricultural crop, he 
said 
Smith interjected that this 
ratio “ shows how out of kilter 
we are from natural process­ 
es.” 
Simens insisted that the de­ 
mand for energy “ is the con­ 
sensus speaking — it’s what the 
people want.” Arguing nuclear 
power plants can be safe, he 
said the alternative of getting 
oil from domestic shale would 
mean “ tearing down the Rocky’ 
Mountains.” 
It would be far better to 


maintaining the city’s current 
mix of moderate and low in­ 
come housing. Among them is a 
proposal to allocate property 
tax revenue from increased as­ 
sessments throughout the city 
to fund “ nonprofit housing, 
rental or in terest subsidies, 
land banking and subsidy fi­ 
nancing.” 


This controversial system of 
tax increment financing is used 
by the city redevelopm ent 
agency, and was at the heart of 
the controversy over agency 
formation 


Says the plan. “ The City of 
San Rafael, with the exclusion 
of the present redevelopment 
area, can be declared a tax 
increment district allowing a 
percentage of the revenues to 
be returned to the city for use 
in subsidizing housing rental or 
p u rc h a s e , p u b lic im p ro v e ­ 
ments, and the acquisition of 
land for the construction of 
housing.” 
The commission plan recom­ 
mends the redevelopment agen­ 
cy assume a broad role in 
municipal affairs. “ It need not 
be limited to the downtown 
project area; it could establish 
project areas elsewhere in the 
city to accomplish similar pub­ 
lic purposes.” 


The commission plan recom­ 
mends that downtown traffic 
congestion be eased by a new 
roadway running along a rail­ 
road spur from A and Second 
streets through East San Rafael 
to Bellam and Andersen drives. 


The commission also recom­ 
mends creation of about four 
m iles 
of 
p av ed 
roadway- 
through undeveloped lands for 
use by municipal safety vehi­ 
cles in emergencies. 


The plan is based on six goals 
similar in scope to those of the 
Marin County General Plan, 
and proposes 14 “ basic poli­ 
cies." The policies include crea­ 
tion of a greenbelt open space 
system, encouragement of local 
groups to engage in neighbor­ 
hood planning and a require­ 
ment “ that all public and pri­ 
vate proposals which are likely 
to alter the environment signifi­ 
cantly should explicitly show 
cause why such changes are 
justified." 


Other highlights of the com­ 
mission plan include 


A proposal that environmen­ 
tal hazards and geo-seismic 
data should play a major part 
in determimng land use and a 
requirem ent that developers 
perform various levels of “ geo- 
technical analysis" for develop­ 
ment on sites within various 
environmental “ risk zones". 
A proposal that the San Ra­ 
fael Canal be converted into a 
“ w ater-oriented recreational 
open space use are," and a 
proposal that the bayshore east 
of Highway 17 be converted into 
a w ater-oriented recreational 
area, perhaps including a boat 
harbor.

But Rhodes dismissed it as a 
“ gimmick,” and Rep. David 
Dennis, R-Ind., a leading Nixon 
defender, called it “a cop-out.” 
Members of both parties said 
the House had a constitutional 
obligation to weigh and pass 
upon whether the evidence w ar­ 
rants impeachment 
Ashbrook said he could un­ 
derstand why the White House 
would consider such a plan. If 
Nixon is impeached by an over­ 
whelming House vote, that will 
hHp seal his doom in the Sen­ 
ate, he said 
In any event, Ashbrook pre­ 
dicted that about 70 of the 187 
Republicans in the House and 
about 300 of the 435 members 
would vote to impeach Nixon.

(UPP — Homer Berry, (he Ar­ 
kansas rainm aker who claim s 
he ban a ir condition a city or 
order up a cloudburst, has fold­ 
ed up his umbrella. 


He no longer rides around 
dusty cottonfields in his pickup 
truck stoking a 50-gallon drum 
of silver iodide to produce rain. 
Despite a near drought in the 
Southwest, and lack of a good 
gully-washing rain in Arkansas 
in weeks. Berry said he has 
received only one call for his 
services. 
'That was about a week ago 
when 
a 
coupla 
big 
farm ers 
down below Pine Bluff called 
m e," he said. "The next day 
they got a scattered shower so 
they didn’t need me then." 
Berry, 68, a retired Air Force 
m ajor, plans to stow his rain­ 
coat and move to arid Arizona. 
He says he’s been making it 
rain for 28 years but hasn’t 
taken on a com m ercial rain- 
making job in about two years. 
He said he’s out of the rain 
business, except for a close 
friend or someone who "stuck 
by me in the early days. ” 
"The only thing that could get 
me. out again would 
be for 
someone who did me a favor or 
for someone who believed in me 
in the early days when I was 
just starting," he said. "I don’t 
advertise any m ore." 
Four years ago, Berry rolled 
his .banged-up red pickup into 
Aspermont, Tex., where he had 
a .$10,000 contract to bring five 
inches of rain. 
It fell three 
incogs short. 
The Texas W ater Develop­ 
ment Board later told Berry’ he 
could be jailed for trying to 
modify w eather without a per­

"1 h ate to dub m yself a 
w eather control authority," he 
said during his West Texas 
attem pts. "B ut I can stop a 
storm and I can bring on a hail. 
I can bring snow in w inter or 
sum m er. I can raise the tem ­ 
perature in the winter and low­ 
e r it in the sum m er." 
Berry said he’s retiring be­ 
cause his eyes were dam aged 
by. “ stirring that pot” for so 
many years. He also said the 
price of the silver-based chem i­ 
cal. has increased so much it 
m akes the operation too expen­ 
sive for many farm ers.

"a ir dynam ics expert" 
while in the Air Force.

being allowed to serve as his 
-)wn counsel that he decided to 
plead guilty "to get it all over 
with.” 
Ingram refused to allow the 
convict to reverse his plea, and 
Magee launched a 
series of 
appeals. 
The charge against 
Magee 
stems from 
an August, 1970 
attem pted escape from the Ma­ 
rin County courthouse in San 
Rafael, north of San Francisco.

Probation, Social Workers Put 
In 'Enriched' Retirement Plan 


Negotiators for the county 
and probation-social workers 
union tentatively agreed yester­ 
day to place welfare eligibility 
workers under Marin’s “ en­ 
riched retirement system.” 


As it stands, eligibility work­ 
ers will rejoin the system this 
month after having been shifted 
to a lesser retirement system in 
June. 
Audidor-eontroller Michael 
Mitchell 
said 
the decision 
means about 75 eligibility work­ 
ers will pay 7.6 per cent of their 
salaries toward retirement in­ 
stead of 5.3 per cent. 
They will receive between 20 
and 25 per cent more in retire­ 
ment benefits, however, he 
said. 
Eligibility workers determine 
whether those seeking public 
assistance are entitled. 
Negotiators are still dickering 
over placing the county’s nine 
correctional workers in the im­ 
proved system. No agreement 
has been reached on other wel­ 
fare and probation workers. 
The issue stems from a suit 
brought against the county by 
the union, Local 535 of the 
Service Employees Internation­ 
al Union, which claimed it was 


not properly consulted when the 
county changed its retirement 
program two years ago. 


Its members stayed out of the 
new retirement program, forc­ 
ing the county to have two 
systems. 
The union won the suit with 
tye court directing the county 
to negotiate the new program 
with Local 535. 
The eligibility and correction­ 
al workers were dropped from 
the new system earlier this

According to the rules of the 
convention, two-thirds or 121 of 
the delegates had to approve 
any proposed charter. In a final 
vote, 118 delegates voted for 
passing the latest revision, 62 
voted against and one delegate 
abstained. 
The impasse resulted because 
of a struggle between labor and 
business leaders over a right to 
work law. Labor vowed to de­ 
feat any constitution that ele­ 
vated right to work (a prohibi 
fion against union shops) from a 
statute to constitutional law.

Dinosaur Prints Found In Mine 


MARTIN, Utah (UPI) - Min­ 
ers in U tah’s Carbon County 
have been plucking coal from 
between the toes of dinosaur 
prints. 


It's 
a 
tricky business, and 
they have to guard against hav­ 
ing the petrified footprints fall 
on them 
The dinosaurs, of course, died 
100 million years ago, but they 
left 
prints 
as 
they w alked 
across prehistoric swam ps. The 
reptile tracks filled with sand 
and 
oth er 
m in era ls, 
w hich 
formed slick, scaly casts as the 
sw am p 
slowly turned 
into a 
coal bed. 
Miners 
discovered 
a 
large 
field of the fossilized footprints 
1.200 
feet 
underground 
in 
a 
tunnel of the Carbon Fuel Co. 
No 3 mine. They carried five of 
the three-toed fossils from the 
mine last weekend. 
“ The 
prints 
are 
nothing 
new." said Mine M aintenance 
Superintendent Claude Wheeler 
of Price. “AH the mines around 
here have them, but this latest 
bunch 
is an 
unusually 
large 
concentration." 
Since dinosaurs walked on top 
of the swamp, the prints are on 
the ceiling of the mine tunnel. 
Some weight as much as 150-200 
pounds. 
"Most of them are one or two 
feet long," W heeler said. 
“ I 
haven't seen it m yself, but the 
men tell me there is one im ­ 


print in the ceiling four feet 
long.” 
Wheeler 
said 
the size and 
composition 
of 
the footprints 
present a safety hazard for the 
miners. 
“ Usually where you find dino­ 
saur 
tracks, 
you 
have 
what 
they call a bad top. The sur­ 
rounding m aterial is loose and 
has a tendency to crum ble,” he 
said. 
“These things are real slick ,” 
he added. “They can just drop 
out and hit a man. You either 
have to take them 
down or 
support them up there.”

said he had heard stories about 
miners being killed “in the old 
days” when they relied more on 
picks and shovels than on m a­ 
chinery to dig out the coal. 
Madsen said the fossils were 
made either duckbilled, plant- 


eating dinosaurs or the large, 
vicio u s, m ea t-ea tin g r ep tiles 
that roamed the sw am ps 100 
million years ago. 
“ Both groups 
were bipedal 
and had three toes on the hind 
foot," the scientist said. 
U niversity of Utah Geology 
Prof William L. Stokes said the 
coal mine tracks were the only 
known evidence of a group of 
tw o -leg g ed 
d in osau rs 
about 
twice fhe size of the fearsom e 
tyranosaurus rex. 


”We found prints 4 ^ feet 
long from a dinosaur with a 
stride of 12 feet,” Stokes said. 
"A 
tyranosaurus 
had 
a foot 
about half that size.” 
Wheeler said prints are con­ 
sidered a nuisance in the mine 
and many of the larger ones 
are broken and destroyed when 
they are removed. 
“The 
sm aller ones 
usually 
end up in flower gardens,” he 
added. “I have one on my front 
porch."

WASHINGTON OJPI) - Agri- 
culture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
says “fuzzy thinking dogood- 
ers" who want Americans to 
eat less meat in order to save 
grain for the starving abroad 
couJd accomplish the same goal 
by doing away with half the 
nation’s pet dogs, cats and 
horses. 


Butz made the joking sugges­ 
tion in a yesterday Wednesday 


before the American Society of 
Animal Science. He stressed 
that it was not meant to be 
taken seriously. 
There are about 32 million 
dogs and 22 million cats in the 
nation, he said, and eight mil­ 
lion horses, mules and asses, 
“which no longer pull the plow 
or dray.” 
“It takes a lot of food —a lot 
of grain products —to keep that 


many animals alive, sleek and 
contented. If some people are 
really serious about proposing 
that we cut back on hamburg­ 
ers ... then I want to know how 
they feel about the horses and 
dogs and cats that they own.” 


He was referring to proposals 
such as one advanced by Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
who suggested people consider 
eating one less hamburger a 
week so some of the huge 
amount of grain now fed to 
cattle could be available. 
Butz called the crusaders “ill- 
informed, fuzzy-thinking do- 
gooders,” and said “... they

Black Group 
Raps Ford's

SAN FRANCISCO (XJPD - 
Vice President Gerald Ford 
was rapped yesterday for not 
discussing the nation’s employ­ 
ment problems before a Nation­ 
al Urban League convention 
whose theme was the jobless. 


“I’m not sure he heard us on 
this issue,” said Executive Di­ 
rector Vernon E. Jordan Jr., at 
a press conference. 


Ford gave a speech before 
the national convention earlier 
in the week but “didn’t address 
himself” to the league’s push 
for full employment in the U.S., 
Jordan said. 
Jordan and league president

McGannon, president and 
board chairman of Westing- 
house Broadcasting Corp., said 
the Nixon administration must 
anticipate the unemployment 
rise and earmark funds already 
available to meet the crisis. 
He said anti-inflation efforts 
will “grind heavily” on the poor 
and minorities and that govern­ 
ment must “recognize the hu­ 
man needs they will produce.” 
Jordan said make-work pro­ 
grams would not be necessary 
but that the government could 
stimulate jobs by investing in 
ecology, day-care and other 
projects to alleviate unemploy­ 
ment.

$334,830 Budgeted 
In Marin wood District 


The Marinwood Community 
Services District Board last 
night adopted a $334,830 budget 
for 1974-75, up from this year’s 
$275,060. 


The budget is expected to 
require a tax rate of $1.24 per 


$100 of assessed valuation, up 
one cent from this year’s rate, 
according to Genevieve T. Bold­ 
ing, district manager. 


Increase of the spending pro­ 
gram is primarily due to inclu­ 
sion of a 7.5 per cent salary 


increase for the district’s 11J 
employees, she said 
The budget includes $15,400 
for street lighting, up from 
$14,020; $157,290 for fire depart­ 
ment, up from $118,918, and 
$162,140 for parks and recrea­ 
tion, up from $142,725. 
The board last night also 
approved a $4,000 expenditure 
for supplies needed to construct 
a footbridge over Miller Creek. 
The board next meets at 8 
p.m. Aug. 19.

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Mill Valley, And Sanitary 
Districts Agree To Share

The Mill Valley City Council 
and representatives of sanitary 
districts which pump tbeir sew­ 
age to the city for treatment 
agreed last night to base each 
one’s share of new sewer per­ 
mits available in the Mill Val­ 
ley area on each share of the 
total Mill Valley area assessed 
valuation. 


City Mgr, Ronald L. Usher 
said that representatives of the 
Kay Park, Almonte and Home­ 
stead Valley districts will go 
back to their boards with this 
for sharing 651 uncommitted 
sewer permits. 
Usher said another 100 con­ 
nections still available would be 
held in a reserve pool, not to be 
used unless some development 
came along which a board or 
the city found highly desirable 
for their community. 
The assessed valuation for­ 
mula would be derived by aver­ 
aging assessor’s figures for the 
last three years. 
Using only last year’s figures, 
Usher estimated that Mill Val­ 
ley would get 498 permits, Kay 
Park 13, Almonte 48 and Home­ 
stead Valley 68. Another 23 
would go to Alto Sanitary Dis­ 


trict which did not attend last 
night’s meeting. 


The city and the districts will 
meet again in six months to 
discuss the arrangement and 
perhaps reallocate leftover per­ 
mits.

William Bennett of Kentfield, j 
equalization board member, \ 
pointed out in his petition for 
rehearing that the decision ig- J 
nored a recommendation by the ; 
commission’s own staff to re- ' 
duce the rate by $114 million. 
He said the increase violates 
a decision by the California 
Supreme Court holding that Pa­ 
cific 
Telephone 
could 
not 
charge its customers more for 
taxes than the company actual- ; 
ly paid. 


Usher said he does not expect 
the permits to be used up rapid­ 
ly since the districts and city do 
not have many major develop­ 
ments now being prepared. 
The tentative agreem ent 
could settle a struggle that has 
gone on between the districts 
and city ever since the Region­ 
al Water Quality Control Board 
partially lifted a ban on sewer 


connections in the Mill Valley 
area. 
Also last night, the Mill Val­ 
ley council introduced a special 
ordinance designed to ration 
the sewer permits it now has. 
The ordinance requires all de­ 
velopers of projects needing 
two or more hookups to go 
before the planning commission 
for permission for connections 
as well as for approvals for 
their plans. Once they have 
their hookups, these developers 
would have to start building 
within six months.

TOPNOTCH HORSE TRAINER 
She Relaxes By Cutting 
Cattle On A Night Off

Professional 
horsew om an 
Edie Lehman relaxes on Tues­ 
day evenings by cutting cattle 
with friends at Circle V Stables 
in Fairfax. 
I cut cattle strictly for my 
own pleasure; it’s a busman's 
holiday,” said Mrs. Harry Leh­ 
man. who trains horses in the 
indoor arena at her home in 
Lagunitas and spends almost 
every other weekend on the 
road with horses and students, 
competing at horse shows. 
She is one of the new breed of 
women trainers whose careers 
are thriving in the recent boom 
in the pleasure horse industry. 
Eight out of every 10 persons 
who ride today are women. 
T here a re about 10 million 
horsew om en 
in 
the 
United 
States, and most of them com­ 
pete in horse shows, according 
to California Horse Review, the 
state s largest all-breeds news 
magazine. 
Last week at Circle V Stables 
Mrs. Lehman, astride her Ara­ 
bian Tu-Riff, demonstrated cut­ 
ting — separating a cow from 
the herd 
The difficult, cow- 
hond's skill is used to handle 
cattle in corrals on ranches. 
To a trained horse, cutting 
becomes a game. He learns to 
keep a cow separated by wheel­ 
ing and pivoting without com­ 
mands from his rider who just 
indicates which cow to cut, she 
said. 


“I TRY to anticipate which 
way the cow will go; once in 
awhile I get left. The horse is 
right 99 per cent of the tim e,” 
she said. 
Cutting is a kind of a disease 


once you catch it, and it is 
expensive because it takes a lot 
of cattle. Forty cows are neces- 
sary to give six or eight cutting 
horses practice, she said. 


Unlike roping, cutting is not 
hard on cattle. Capital Planning 
Co. owner of Circle V and its 
cattle, would allow them to cut 
anytime, she said. 


However the club cuts only 
once a week to prevent the 
cattle from becoming sour. It is 
bad for a horse’s spirit to be 
bumped or kicked by a defiant 
cow. she explained. 
The 16 cutters, some of whom 
are Redwood Empire Cutting 
Horse A ssociation m em bers, 
range from businessmen to hou­ 
sewives. They cut for recrea­ 
tion and to train cutting horses 
to show locally. 
“ I bring the cattle down from 
the hill and get them ready for 
Tuesday nights. I started with 
Ed Smith in 1965 who used to 
own Circle V. I was his turn 
back (helpert, ” siad Mrs. Leh­ 
man, who was then a college 
girl training horses at Circle V. 
She was born in Marin. Her 
father was the Ross fire chief 
for 25 years. A graduate of 
Ross G ram m er School and Red­ 
wood High School, she studied 
two years at California State 
U niveristy, 
San 
F rancisco, 
planning to becom e a high 
school teacher until she real­ 
ized she “ did not want to be 
indoors.” 
She switched to the Sonoma 
State College pre-veterinarian 
program but gave it up two 
years later to accept a partner­ 
ship in the now closed Sleepy 
Hollow Stables. 


WHEN SHE married Harry 
Lehman, also a horse enthusi­ 
ast, he built her her own train­ 
ing stable on their property.

Younger's Women's Task Force 
Called Tokenist By Ex-Member 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
form er m em ber of Attorney 
G en e ra l E v elle Y o u n g er’s 
Women’s Rights Task Force 
who was fired became “she 
pushed too hard” said yester­ 
day Younger’s drive for female 
equality is politically motivat­ 
ed 
Two more members of the 
tast force also announced they 
had resigned because of the 
tast force’s “tokenism." 
Younger, who ea rlier this 
year appointed a 30-person tast 
force to look into discrimination 
against women, is seeking a 
second term on the Republican 
ticket as attorney general. 
“ I think the creation of the 
tast force was politically moti­ 
vated,” said Mari Goldman, a 
legislative employe who was 
asked to resign from the task 
force “ But I think they made a 
mistake when they appointed 
me when they were not sin­ 
cere ” 
Younger said ea rlier this 
year in a press release that he 
would push for women’s equali­ 
ty because discrimination in 
California was evident 


At the same time, Virginia 
C arter, another m em ber of 
Y ounger's 
task 
force, 
en- 
nounced yesterday she has re­ 
signed “ because it is just a 
token group.” 


“ Younger has thrown one 
woman Ms. Goldman off the 
group simply because she want­ 
ed to make it effective." said 
Ms. Carter, west coast vice 
president of the Women's Lob­ 
by 


Younger’s office was not im­ 
mediately available for com­ 
ment on the resignations. 


Loren Miller, well-known Los 
Angeles attorney and one of 
three men on the task force, 
announced he also would resign 
from the task force, citing the 
firing of Ms. Goldman and the 
“tokenism” of the group. 
The simmering dispute be­ 
tween Younger and his task 
force members broke out after 
a letter was sent to Ms. Gold­ 
man informing her that her 
participation was “no longer 
acceptable because of partisan­ 
ship." 
Ms. 
Goldman, 
who 
said 


Younger obviously knew about 
the letter signed by Assistant 
Attorney General .Anthony Jo­ 
seph, noted that more members 
of the task force “ are talking 
about resigning.” 
“ I had hoped the attorney 
general was sincere, but his 
actions have repeatedly demon­ 
strated he is not committed to 
his project,” Ms. Carter said 
Ms Carter said the task force 
set up committees to deal with 
discrimination in housing, cred­ 
it, education, and child care, 
but no "mention was made of 
criminal justice, law enforce­ 
ment or the corrections field .”

Fear of a rapist on the loose 
has turned some homes in a 
gracious neighborhood just out­ 
side Novato city limits into 
armed fortresses United by a 
trembling web of rumors and a 
few facts. 


At least one woman — but 
neighbors say three — has been 
raped in her home this month. 
In addition, several break-in 
attem pts have taken place in 
the few square blocks of the 
Castlewood area. 


The s tre e ts , D ev o n sh ire 
Drive, H averhill Court and 
H anover Court, a re alm ost 
completely surrounded by No­ 
vato but sheriff’s deputies must 
provide law enforcement. 
Jeanette Prandi, sheriff’s de­ 
partment inspector, said one 
rape has been verified official­ 
ly. The others remain rumors 
in the absence of any report by 
other victims. 
"B ut,” Mrs. Prandi said. “ I 
want to keep the lines open to 
the neighborhood about any­ 
thing" that will add to clues to 
the rapist. 
The attacker who invaded a 
Castlewood home Judy 19 and 
raped the woman there was a 
man in his 20s with long side­ 
burns. He warned against call­ 
ing “the pigs.” 
“ Everybody’s got a shotgun, 
waiting for the guy to come 
through their door,” claimed 
one resident who declined to be 
id e n tif ie d . “ E v e r y b o d y ’s 
armed, it looks like a little 
fort,” he said. 
Other neighborhood residents 
said rum ors had swept the 
area, but that not everyone was 
arm ing. There was general 
agreement that parents no long­ 
er dare leave outside doors 
unlocked for their teen-agers 
who come home late from out­ 
ings. 
“ You’ve got a bunch of really 
uptight people,” Mrs. Prandi 
said. She said the victim of the 
one confirmed rape told her 
Monday that she'd heard ru­ 
mors of other attacks. Then 
when 
the 
original 
victim 
tracked them down, the rumors 
concerned the victim herself. 
While 
rum ors 
som etim es 
multiply the number of victims 
in a neighborhood, rape cases 
often go unreported because the 
victims are shy of publicity or 
fear questioning and possible 
court confrontation with a sus­ 
pect. 
Assistance can be given rape 
victims without calling in police 
agencies, a spokesman for the 
Rape Crisis Bureau of Marin 
said yesterday. The crisis agen­ 
cy, however, advises rape vic­ 
tim* that it will be more helpful 
to cooperate with police to 
catch the rapists.

She is a volunteer who an­ 
swers questions phoned in to 
the rape crisis switchboard at 
924-2100. 
“Trish” said the center helps 
rape victims obtain medical 
service, venereal disease and 
pregnancy testing; offers coun­ 
seling by women who them­ 
selves have been rape victims, 
and provides referrals to other 
agencies for mental health and 
other services. The victim re­ 
mains anonymous during the 
consultations, if she wishes. 
The volunteer adviser said 
three legal alternatives are pos­ 
sible in most rape cases: Crimi­ 
nal prosecution of the rapist, a 
civil suit against him, and in 
some cases where an ex-hus­ 
band may be involved, citation 
through the district attorney. 
A jigsaw puzzle or 11 cities 
interlocking with unincorporat­ 
ed cities poses a serious com­ 
munications problem in react­ 
ing quickly to rapes and similar 
violence, 
pointed out Novato 
Police Chief John Coleman. 
Under emotional stress, resi­ 
dents of Castlewood and similar 
areas are likely to call city 
police first. Precious time is 
lost while the call is relayed to 
the proper agency. 
Coleman said, however, that 
none of the actual or rumored 
Castlewood attacks and prowl- 
mgs was reported to Novato 
police.

Anderson Says 
Memo Altered 


WASHINGTON (UPL - Col­ 
umnist Jack Anderson said to­ 
day alterations were made in a 
1970 White House memo given 
Watergate investigators to de­ 
lete suggestions that informa­ 
tion from a so-called national 
security wiretap could be used 
for political purposes. 
President Nixon has said he 
instigated wiretaps on a num­ 
ber of government employes 
and newsmen in 1969-71 to plug 
national security leaks. 
In today’s column, Anderson 
also said that 64 tape record­ 
ings that the Supreme Court 
ordered Nixon to surrender last 
week contain “gaps, distortions 
and unintelligible passages.” 


The 
state has ordered the service

Each city and district must 
submit a plan and a timetable 
for the 911 service by January 
1975, said Thomas Moyer, Ma­ 
rin County communications di­ 
rector. He said the board of 
supervisors is encouraging all 
local agencies to cooperate in a 
countywide network with all 
calls going to a single dispatch 
center. If this is done ail the 
cities, fire houses, ambulances 
and similar facilities can be 
linked together by a microwave 
radio network the county will 
install by next spring. 
This will end dependence on 
telephone lines that sometimes 
are costly as well as slow. 
Moyer cited the case of Dillon 
Beach. Calls from there to San 
Rafael now are routed via Peta­ 


luma and Santa Rosa. Tele­ 
phone lines to hook the remote 
village to the county’s 911 serv­ 
ice would cost “thousands of 
dollars a year” in leases, the 
official said. 
Novato’s problems are com­ 
plicated because its fire district 
also provides ambulance serv­ 
ice — and covers 75 square 
miles, much of it outside the 
city limits covered by police. 
The best answer to the prob­ 
lem probably is countywide co­ 
operation, according to Novato 
Fire Protection District board 
member Ray A. Landi — him­ 
self a resident of the jittery 
Castlewood neighborhood.

Stock Loss 
Of Priests 
In Millions 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
The Archdiocese of Reno and 25 
Boston area priests lost mil­ 
lions when a $25 million invest­ 
ment went sour and had to be 
bailed out to save them from 
bankruptcy, a Catholic maga­ 
zine says. 
The National Catholic Report­ 
er said in a copyrighted story 
this week that the investment 
program prospered for a time 
but apparently went bad two 
years ago. A church official 
from Rome .stepped in to freeze 
further investments. 
The $25 million investment 
became worth less than one 
tenth of that amount, the Re­ 
porter said. The actual loss is 
impossible to trace because in 
the first three years some gains 
were realized. 
Earlier this year, the newspa­ 
per said the Chicago division of 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigated and 
ruled there was some illegal 
activity, but apparently no 
fraudulent intent. 
One SEC official was quoted 
as saying,” Besides, I think the 
SEC was reluctant to prosecute 
a group of priests." 
The SEC ruled bonds sold by 
the archdiocese and the La 
Sallette Fathers of Attleboro, 
Mass., were insufficiently 
backed because of investment 
losses of the St. Joseph Trust 
Fund, the paper said. 
Five years ago. Father Rene 
Sauve, then treasurer of the La 
Sallette Fathers and a repre­ 
sentative of the Chicago broker­ 
age firm of McMahon and Hob- 
an, approached Reno Bishop 
Joseph Green with an invest­ 
ment plan whereby the arch­ 
diocese would sell bonds to the 
public through the brokers, a 
common practice by churches 
to raise money. 
Funds raised by the sale of 
bonds would be turned over to a 
nonprofit group, the St. Joseph 
Fund, run largely by Sauve. 
In turn, the St. Joseph Fund 
would then invest the money 
with the expectation of large 
interest returns to the arch­ 
diocese and the Boston Fathers. 
The newspaper said between 
1989 and 1971, Bishop Green 
raised $3.5 million and the fath­ 
ers $15 million 
Other groups 
contributed $6.5 million 
When the collapse began two 
years ago, the newspaper said, 
the SEC gave the two investors 
two months to raise funds to 
secure the bonds. In the mean­ 
time. Bishop Green was put on 
medical leave and replaced 
April 4 by San Francisco Auxil­ 
iary Bishop Norman McFar­ 
land. 
Bishops and other church or­ 
ganizations bailed out the two 
investors with gifts and Iowin- 
terest loans. One source said 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadel­ 
phia lent the archdiocese $250,- 
000 for 10 years. The loan is 
interest free the first five 
years, with 6 per cent interest 
thereafter.

Farm Price Recovery 
May Raise Food Bills 


W A SH IN G T O N 
( U P I ) - 
Farm prices rebounded sharply 
from a four-month slump in 
July, and the result may be 
higher consumer food bills. Ag­ 
riculture Department reports 
indicate. 


The department's monthly re­ 
port on farm prices said they 
rose 6 per cent in the month 
ending July 15 as livestock be­ 
gan recovering from depressed 
levels and grains rose in price 
from the impact of drought 
damage to 1974 harvests. 


The resulting upward pres­ 
sure on consumer food bills was 
considered likely to increase 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L 
Butz s pressure on food indus­ 
try middlemen to narrow their 
margins, which he has already 
criticized as too wide. 


A special department com­ 
mittee set up by Butz to suggest 
ways to narrow the gap be­ 
tween live cattle and hog prices 
and consumer meat prices is 
scheduled to report publicly 
soon. 


Vietnam Oil 


SAIGON (A?) — Drilling for 
oil in the South China Sea off 
the coast of South Vietnam will 
begin next week, the Ministry 
of Trade and Commerce an­ 
nounced today.

Bearings Play Key Role

How is it that a person can 
travel 20, 50, or more than 100 
miles on a bicycle without be­ 
coming tired0 


The secret is in the hundreds 


of tiny ball bearings. 
Every 
bike has six sets. Hidden inside 
hubs, crankshaft, pedals, and 
h e a d s e t, 
th e s e 
tin y 
s te e l 
spheres, swimming in grease, 
make the bicycle the most effi­ 
cient way to travel. 
But, except for sp ecially 
sealed types, bicycle bearings 


are not airtight. So as you ride, 
the grease gradually seeps out. 
Moisture and dirt, a bearing’s 
arch enemies, work in. 
T hat’s why bearings must be 
p e rio d ic a lly 
ta k e n 
a p a r t, 
checked, and relubricated. If 
this isn't done, they begin to

The bill would create the San 
Francisco Bay Area Transpor­ 
tation Term inal 
Authority to 
plan the project on the site of 
the present Transbay Transit 
Terminal at First and Mission 
streets. 


Plane Is Flown 
Back To Manila 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - A 
Philippine Air Lines DC10 has 
been flown back to Manila after 
being seized by the U.S. govern­ 
m ent for allegedly violating 
Civil Aeronautics Board regula­ 
tions. 
PAL officials said the plane 
left Tuesday night without pas­ 
sengers or cargo, a stipulation 
by the U S A ttorney’s office. 
The plane was allowed to 
return to its homeland after

U.S.

The authority, governed by a 
six-m em ber 
board, 
would fi­ 
nance the new term inal with 
bonds paid off by revenue from 
buildings to be erected above 
the term inal. 


The p re se n t te rm in a l was 
built in 1939 to serve com m uter 
trains from the East Bay and 
now is used by several bus 
operators, including the bridge 
district. 
The proposed new' term inal is 
“ essential to the district’s fu­ 
ture planning.” according to 
Gen. Mgr. Dale W 
Luehring, 
both as a place to park the 
grow ing fleet betw een peak 
traffic hours and to handle the 
increasing 
num ber of 
Marin 
and Sonoma com m uters using 
the buses. 
Luehring said the new facility 
could be designed with a mov­ 
ing sidewalk to connect to the 
nearby Bay Area Rapid Transit 
D istrict’s E m bareadero station 
and the Ferry Building. 
The present term inal is oper­ 
ated by the state but would be 
transferred to the new authori­ 
ty. The board’s six m em bers 
would be appointed by the 
bridge district, Alameda-Contra 
Costa County Transit District, 
San Francisco Board of Super­ 
visors, BART, state transporta­ 
tion office and M etropolitan 
Transportation Commission. 
Costs for the project have 
been estim ated by state consul­ 
tants at $10 million each for 
public and private transit op­ 
erators and almost $73 million 
for the office towers above the 
term inal 
The consultants noted 
that 
district projections envision an 
average annual increse in Gold­ 
en Gate T ransit riders of about 
6 per cent, with about 60.000 
passengers a day to and from 
San Francisco by 1995. 


The assessed v alu atio n of 
public utilities in Marin rose 
$1.8 million during the last fis­ 
cal year, County Auditor-Con- 
troller Michael Mitchell report­ 
ed yesterday. 


He said the figures releated 
by the state show the assessed

As a result of the increase, he 
said, the estim ated county tax 
rate will drop .5 cent to $2,385 
per $100 assessed valuation.

Rules Set For 
Restaurant Help 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -

There are different types of 
b earin g s, 
how ever each 
is 
made up of two clusters of balls 
at opposing ends of the axle, 
spindle, or tube. 
The proper way of disassem ­ 
bling each type of bearing is 
different, but the procedure for 
cleaning, checking, and greas­ 
ing is the same: 


CLEANING. Soak ball bear­ 
ings in kerosene. Clean cups, 
cones and dust covers thorough­ 
ly with a rag dipped in kero­ 
sene. 


IN SPECTIO N . 
Check 
the 
balls for bluish color, pitting, or 
cracking If one looks bad, re­ 
place the whole set. But make 
sure you get 
the 
right size 
replacem ents. 
Inspect the walls of cups and 
cones for groving and pitting. 
Replace necessary parts. You 
should make it a practice to 
inspect everything you disas­ 
sem ble for c ra ck s, strip p ed 
threads, and the like. It will 
prevent later problems. 


LUBRICATION. Squeeze a 
thick bead of bearing grease 
around the cup. 
If the ball 
bearings are in a retainer ring, 
work the grease into the ring 
with your fingers. Otherwise, 
stick 
the 
proper 
num ber of 
balls into the grease in a circle. 
They will stay in place. 


H ere’s how to take apart and 
reassem ble the various bear­ 
ings: 


RATTRAP 
PEDALS. (Lube 
every six m onths.) R em ove 
dust cap 
Loosen cone nut be­ 
neath it With crescent wrench 
on the inside end of the pedal, 
unscrew' from the crank. (Cau­ 
tion 
The pedal opposing the 
chain wheel has left-handed 
threads and untightens clock­ 
wise.) After the pedal is re­ 
moved. undo the cone nut. PuJl 
out spindle. 
Be prepared for 
loose ball bearings. 


FROM PEDAL TO HEADSET - These four 
draw ings represent the rattra p pedal, the 
wheel hub, crankshaft bearing and headset 
bearing. 


During reassem bly, screw the 
cone down finger-tight. Back off 
one-quarter turn. Slide on the 
lockwasher. Holding the cone 
with a thin-bladed screwdriver, 
tighten down the cone nut. 
If the pedal does not turn 
freely, loosen the nut and back 
the cone off one-eighth turn. 
The pedal should have a just- 
discernible amount of end-play. 
If it has too much, tighten the 
cone one-eighth turn.

To check your adjust­ 
ment, hold the ends of the axle 
with your fingers and slowly 
rotate it.

If it does, the cones are 
too tight. 


HEADSET. (Lube every 
12 
months.) First remove handle­ 
bars and their support (called 
the stem). It will be necessary 
to either undo the quick-release 
lever on the front brake or undo 
the cable from the front brake 
assembly. (You may want to 
m ark the position of the stem.) 


Loosen the bolt on top of the 
stem two or three turns. This 
attaches to a wedge that holds 
stem and fork together. If you 
unscrew it too far the wedge 
will fall down into the fram e. 
Hit the head of the bolt w’ith a 


m allet to ja r the wedge loose. 


Pull up and twist back and 
forth on the handlebars. It’s 
best to have the front wheel on 
so you can keep the fork from 
tw isting. A fter the stem is 
clear, remove the big chromed 
nut (fork cone locknut) and the 
w asher beneath it Next comes 
the adjustable cup that covers 
the ball bearings. Remove gin­ 
gerly.

A separate study published in 
the August issue of the Am eri­ 
can Journal of Public Health 
concludes that the buzzer-light 
system installed in som e 1972 
model cars and all 1973 models 
to remind drivers to use belts

Earlier model cars, though 
they may have had safety belts, 
had 
neither the warning nor 
ignition interlock system s. 
In Puerto Rico, the only juris­ 
diction with a mandatory seat 
belt use law, only 18 per cent of 
drivers are wearing belts, says 
still another study, all of them 
publicized by the non-govern­

E. which has stirred a trem en­ 
dous am ount of co n tro v ersy 
both m the scientific and busi­ 
ness worlds, af least appears to 
be finding its proper niche. 
A San Diego firm, 
?Joilen- 
hauer Co.. is using Vitamin E 
as a 
prime component 
in a 
vitam in preparation to protect 
people against sm og and other 
respiratory problems 
The preparation, called Cloud 
Chasers, is to be introduced in 
August 
in 
health food stores 
across the country. It also con­ 
tains vitam ins A, C and B-12 
and iodine. 
Ever since it was discovered 
half a century ago, vitam in E 
has had doctors and scientists 
searching for its proper use. At 
variou s tim es, c la im s have 
been made that vitam in E is 
good 
for a 
vast 
number of 
conditions. 
In recent years it 
h a4' had a rem a rk a b le sa le 
based on a widespread belief, 
discounted and even refuted by 
scientists, that the vitam in in­ 
creases virility. 
The view that vitam in E is 
helpful in providing protection 
against ozone, carbon monox­ 
ide, nitrogen d io x id e, su lfer 
dioxide and other air pollutants 
has been advanced in several 
scientific publications recently. 
Dr A L Tappel, professor of 
food technology at the U niversi­ 
ty of California at Davis, wrote 
in Nutrition Today that vitamin 
E protects vitam in A, the vi­ 
tamin most useful in protecting 
against 
sm og 
and 
other 
air 
pollutants, from oxidizing and 
d isin teg ra tin g . He based his 
conclusion on experim ental ad­ 
ministration of the vitam ins to 
rats and their exposure to ozone 
and nitrogen-dioxide lung dam ­ 
age perils 
Dr Jeffery Roehm of Battelle 
Memorial Institute reached a 
sim ilar conclusion as did J.C 
Som ogyi, author of a book in 
toxicants occurring naturally in 
fo o d s . 
H o w e v e r , 
S o m o g y i 
warned that the dosage of vi­ 
tamin E must be carefully con­ 
trolled because too much vi­ 
tam in 
E could d estr o y the 
vitam in A instead of protecting 
it.

Skim Milk In School Lunches 
Recommended By Researchers 


Should the school cafeteria offer skim milk 
instead of whole m ilk’ 
Heart researchers have recom m ended this 
because they believe that avoiding foods with 
high 
cholesterol 
levels 
should 
start 
with 
childhood. Low-fat or skim m ilk contains all 
of the nutrients of whole milk, with none of 
the fat. Some types of skim milk are fortified 
with extra vitam ins and m inerals. 
Studies published in the ‘‘Journal of the 
Am erican Dietetic A ssociation” showed that 
ch ild ren and te en -a g er s are 
willing to substitute skim for 
whole milk. R esearchers con­ 
ducted the test by stocking caf­ 
eterias with whole, then skim 
milk during two controlled peri­ 
ods of time. 


TO DETERM INE rate of con 
sumption, they m easured the 
milk 
rem aining 
in individual 
cartons on Monday and Friday 
of each week during the two 
test periods. All students did 
not decrease consumption with 
the skim milk sam pling even 
those in junior high, who least 
preferred 
all 
types of 
milk. 
Researchers were encouraged 
by the youngsters’ ready substi­ 
tution of low-fat milk. 
F orm ald eh yd e is found in 
clothing, sham poos, cosm etics, 
cream s and other toiletries. It 
also is added to paper in paper 
products to strengthen it. Since 
only tra ce am oun ts are in ­ 
volved, there is no harm, un­ 
less, of course, the consum er is 
allergic to formaldehyde. Dr. 
William J 
Schorr, derm atolo­ 
gist at the Marshfield Clinic in 
W isconsin, traced the rause of 
derm atitis in the hands, edges 
of the arm pits, neck and upper 
trunk of a number of his pa­ 
tients to the chem ical.

Californians Eligible 
For Drug Refunds 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia residents were informed 
yesterday 
by State 
Attorney 
General EvelJe J. Younger that 
they are eligible to receive cash 
refunds for purchase of anti­ 
biotic drugs between 1954 and 
1966. 


Younger said a federal dis­ 
trict court has determined that 
residents of California and five 
other states were overcharged 
by five pharmaceutical compa­ 
nies. 


Residents of the state during 
the 12 years, who purchased 
antibiotics, are eligible for a 
refund. Younger said The state 
is currently mailing out refund 
iorms to all California resi­ 
dents. 


In filling out the forms, resi­ 
dents must estimate how much 
they spent but need not provide 
proof of purchase. Claims for

California will receive about

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EVOLUTION ART INSTITUTE 
A Goal Of Self-Sufficiency 


By ERNEST MURPHY 
“ I used to paint hum an suf­ 
fering," artist Bernard Baruch 
Zakheim recalled as he mixed a 
w heelbarrow of plaster at the 
Evolution Art Institute north of 
Petalum a recently. 


“ But then I decided that, with 
w ars all the tim e and Nixon 
and everything, we don’t need 
to be rem inded so much. 
“ So I tried to think of some­ 
thing that everyone can appre­ 
ciate, no m atter what language 
they speak " 


Zakheim gestured grandly to­ 
ward two oils standing in the 
corner. “ T hat’s what I cam e up 
with — girls. ’* 
Sure enough, girls they were. 
E arthy, sexy girls glistening on 
the plywood panels. 
Zakheim, now in his 76th year 
but hardly showing it, was pre­ 
paring the plaster so he could 
paint a fresco of the lovelies 
during the art institute’s mid­ 
sum m er day celebration. It be­ 
gins at 10 a.m. Aug. 11 at the 
o rg a n iz a tio n ’s chicken house 
workshop at 6030 Roblar Road. 
Fresco painting, 
the artist 
explained, began when civilized 
m an learn ed to p la s te r the 
w alls of his dw ellings. The 
walls were bare and so artisans 
w ere employed to use paint to 
dim 
the glare 
of the over­ 
whelming whiteness. 
Zakheim is one of the rela­ 
tively few present-day practi­ 
tioners of the art. 
He explained how w ater col­ 
ors are applied to a ground of 
dam p plaster, allowing the pig­ 
ments to meld with the medium 
into scenes of astounding vivid­ 
ness and clarity. 
A native of Warsaw. Poland. 
Zakheim came to San Francis­ 
co in the 1920s to work as an 
upholsterer, later becoming a 
m anufacturer of custom-made 
furniture 
To take his mind from his 
business, he continued the art 
studies 
he had 
begun as a 
youth, going to Mexico in 1930 
to study with Diego Rivera The 
next year he spent in Europe, 
studying the works of Giotto 
and Cimabue. 
On his return to San Francis­ 
co in 1932, he won a competition 
to paint a fresco at the city’s 
Jewish center He also did one 
at the Alemany Health Center 
and one in Coit Tower atop 
Telegraph Hill 
Between 
1936 and 
1940 he 
executed m urals at the Univer­ 
sity of California Medical Cen­ 
ter. depicting the history of 
medicine. 
The m edical center works, 
w hich include blood-curdling 
scenes 
of 
wierd 
sham anistic 
rites, were criticized by faculty 
m em bers, who felt they dis­ 
tracted the students. The mu­ 
rals were covered with w allpa­ 
per in 1946. (In 1968 Zakheim 
was comm issioned to restore 
them He took the job but dis­ 
d ain fu lly 
com pared 
it 
to 
“ trying to do what the nursery 
rhym e 
Humpty-Dumpty 
illus­ 
tra te s." ' 
In the years since 1941, when 
he moved to a farm near Sebas­ 
topol. he executed a sculptured 
shrine depicting the atrocities 
com m itted by the Nazis. 
The shrine, in six tableaux 
fashioned from redwood, com­ 
m em orates the W arsaw Ghetto 
uprising in which m em bers of 
his own family were slaugh­ 
tered. Critical acclaim of the

fulfillment of the request. 
During the celebration, which 
benefits the nonprofit institute, 
a “country luncheon” featuring 
organically-grown turkeys and 
vegetables will be served, while 
visitors view the works of Zak­ 
heim and the institute’s crafts­ 
men 
Gonzalez, the institute's foun­ 
der. moved to Southern Sonoma 
from Los Angeles five years 
ago. At first, he said, he worked 
for a Sebastopol toy company, 
but grew restless when its com­ 
m ercial aspects overwhelmed 
the creative end. 
So he took what money he 
received for his designs and 
inventions in the toy trade and 
invested it in a workshop which 
he envisioned as an “open stu­ 
dio" — a place where anyone 
could come to learn a rt tech­ 
niques and craftsm anship 
Today, the institute has sev­ 
eral dozen students from the 
area who come to learn tech­ 
niques as diverse as blacksmi- 
thing, waste recycling, calligra- 
p h y . 
c r e a t i v e 
s e w i n g , 
w oodw orking, p la s te r mold- 
making. ceram ics, beekeeping, 
vegetable growing and. now, 
fresco painting. 
“ We’ll learn the process from 
Bernard and then dispense it to 
others by teaching." Gonzalez 
said. 
“ T hat’s our m ain role 
here." 


The in stitu te 's o rg a n ize rs, 
G onzalez, L aw ren ce D ubey, 
Cathy Osman and G reer Upton, 
all are Southern Sonoma artists 
whose vision includes the crea­ 
tion of a self-supporting com­ 
m unity of artisans something 
like the Baulines C raftsm en’s 
Guild 


The turkies to be served at 
the luncheon were raised at the 
institute, and its m em bers are 
now experim enting with the use 
of wind-driven electrical gener­ 
ators “so that some day we can 
cut loose from Pacific Gas and 
E le ctric , 
Miss

plained Total self-sufficiency is 
the institute's long-range aim. 


Behind the workshop stands a 
bathroom 
connected 
to com ­ 
posting tanks where sewage is 
broken down into b u rn ab le 
m ethane gas and compost. 


The methane system, like the 
windmills taking shape inside 
the shop, is built from old 55- 
gallon d ru m s and salv ag ed 
metal 
Most of the m aterials 
used at the institute have been 


discarded as rubbish by some­ 
one else. 
Right now, Miss Upton said, 
the ground are rented But the 
institute's five-year forecast for 
self-sufficiency includes plans 
for eventual purchase of a per­ 
manent site.

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NFL Players Modify Four "Freedom Issue" Demands 


WASHINGTON OJPD - The 
National Football League Play­ 
ers Association has modified 
four of its 
“freedom 
issue" 
dem ands in a bid to end the 32- 
day old strike against the NFL 
owners, it was learned today. 
One of the changes would 
allow com m issioner Pete Roz- 
elle to retain his authority over 
questions involving “the integ­ 
rity of the gam e" but would 
provide for an im partial arbi­ 
trator to handle the day-to-day 
grievances between a player 
and his club. 
The revised offer, submitted 
to the owners at a m arathon 
session which broke up at 1:45 
a.m. 
EDT today, would also 
allow a veteran after four years 
to cancel a trade or waiver 


deal The players also would be 
given the right of first refusal 
on any waivers. 


The union also agreed that 
the regular college draft should 
continue, but with the stipula­ 
tion that if a draftee was will­ 
ing to sit out his first year of 
pro football, he would then be 
free to sign with the team of his 
choice. 


The players also have made 
what was described as a “ sub­ 
stantial" cut in their economic 
dem ands, it was learned. 


As the owners and the play­ 
ers headed back for another 
tough round of negotiations at 2 
p m EDT. a source close to the 
union comm ented on the own­ 
e rs’ attitude. 


“ It seem s to us they are 
trying to break the union in­ 
stead of negotiating a contract. 
The strike is holding up very 
well under incredible pressures 
by the owners on individual 
players," he said. 


There have been reports of 
owners offering veterans be­ 
tw een $5,000 and $10,000 to 
cross the picket line and report 
to camp. Some players have 
alleged that owner Joe Robbie 
of Miami has threatened to sue 
all the players on his club who 
rem ain out of camp and coach 
Don Shula has threatened to 
tra d e p lay er re p re se n ta tiv e 
Doug Swift. 


The players also were report­ 
ed upset in that their full nego- 
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tiating comm ittee has shown up 
at every session called by fed­ 
eral m ediator W. J. Usery, Jr. 
while the owners have been 
represented only by “a token 
few.” 


Y esterday’s session began at 
10 a.m., recessed for lunch at 1 
p.m. and then settled down for 
what amounted to an endurance 
contest at 3 p.m. 
Usery declined to say wheth­ 


er there had been substantial 


p ro g ress 
m ade 
d u ring 
the 


course of the long day. But he 
said “There have been sugges­ 
tions back and forth by both 
sides and you know how long 
we've been here.” 


He said that during the night 
session the controversial free­ 
dom issues had been discussed 
“long and hard." 


“ I wouldn’t minimize the dif­ 
feren ces betw een th e m ,’’ he 
said of the bargaining. “ It’s 
very difficult and very tough." 


Most of the morning was tak­ 
en up with Usery and his aides 
meeting separately with bar­ 
gaining representatives of both 
sides, although there was a 


joint meeting of one half hour 
before the luncheon recess. 


The NFL players received 
some moral support from Mar­ 
vin Miller, executive director of 
the Major League Players As­ 
sociation, who blasted football 
owmers 
“ for m isleading fans 
and the American public." 


Miller, in lining up his union 
with the NFLPA, pointed out 
that “ the football players, in 
seeking im partial arbitration of 
d ifferen ces w hich a rise con­ 
cerning the meaning or applica­ 
tion of contract provisions, are 
asking no more than millions of 
wage and salary earners have 
had for years, including profes­ 
sional athletes in baseball, bas­ 
ketball and hockey.” The bar­ 


gaining representatives for the 


NFL Players Association and 


the ow ners’ Management Coun­ 


cil were kept throughout the 
long afternoon and night with­ 
out supper. In the periods when 
Usery was meeting separately 
in another room with the own­ 
ers, 
the players’ representa­ 
tives worked out with weights 
and other exercise devices, and 
then later played cards occa­ 
sionally. 
Had they been in training 
cam p in stead of b arg ain in g 
with the owners, they would 
have been subject to a fine for 
violating the curfew Of course, 
the players’ dem ands include 
the elimination of such curfews 
and resultant fines.

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Those Matty Tracks 


By LEE TREVINO 
To be perfectly honest, some guys play matty fairways -- 
where the turf is heavily thatched — better than I do because 
I beat down on the ball so hard 
Sometimes this makes the divot curl instead of fly, so the 
ball doesn’t come off of it crisp 
Well, there’s different 
strokes for different blokes, which explains the opposing 
methods that Gary Player and I use on matty fairways 
Gary moves the ball up for these shots, and I play it back 
It’s hard to criticize a man who’s won every major 
tournament, so I won’t He plays the ball forward, with his 
hands slightly behind the ball, and hits it a little cleaner than 
on a normal swing. 
T hat’s Gary's way. But a pro can sweep the ball off the 
thatch where the ordinary golfer will skull it into the next 
county. 
My method is to play the shot from well back in the stance. 
The reason is that matty fairways catch the heel of the club 
first — like shooting from tall rough — and smothers the ball. 
Choke down a mite on the grip for better club control. As 
you get closer to the green, shorten your swing to about 
three-quarters. You’ll get a cleaner contact.

State Should Plug 
Food Stamp Abuses 


California's welfare chief is 
urging reforms to plug the “ ap­ 
palling lack of accountability” 
in the food stam p program. 
David Swoap, director of the 
D ep artm en t of B enefit P a y ­ 
ments, told newsmen at a Sac­ 
ramento press conference that 
his 
recommendations for re­ 
form have been forwarded to 
Governor Reagan. If initiated, 
Swoap said the recom m enda­ 
tions could save taxpayers $200 
million in federal, state and 
county funds. 
There are 1.3 million Califor­ 
nians receiving food stam ps at 
a cost of $420 million a year to 
the federal government. Na­ 
tionwide, the growth of the food 
stam p program has been rapid. 
As recently as 1971, it cost only 
$1.6 billion, but this year it is 
programm ed for more than $4 
billion. The number of people 
receiving food stam ps nation­ 
wide rose from 6.5 million in 
1970 to 13.6 million at latest 
count. 


REFORMS TO save taxpay­ 
e r s ’ money a re p a rtic u la rly 
welcome at this time, wrhen 
spiralling food costs are pricing 
many staple food products be­ 
yond the reach of the average 
w ag e-earn e r. 
Food 
stam p s 
(food 
dollars 
bought 
at dis­ 
count) artificially increase the 
supply of food purchasing pow­ 
er and therefore contribute to 
price rises, as more money 
competes for the same amount 
of food commodities. 
It may be argued that the 
demands on food staples are 
not affected by the amount of 
food stam p s issued because 
people must have the bare ne­ 
cessities, stam ps or no stamps. 
That may be true in theory, but 
in actual practice, we suspect 
that stam ps do get into the 
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hands of the undeserving and 
contribute to the inflationary 
trend. 


FURTHERMORE, the laxity 
in the food stamp and in other 
public aid program s 
in 
the 
state encourages migration into 
California and contribute to the 
population pressures that are 
taxing our schools and housing 
facilities. Experts are predict­ 
ing that California’s current 
population of 21 
million can 
double, to 43 million, in the 
next 45 years. That figure is 
predicated on an annual m igra­ 
tion of 150,000 into the state. 
Reforms in the food stam p 
program should not, and we 
are sure, will not victimize or 
harass individuals and families 
who are deserving. 
But a 
crackdown is overdue on the 
well-to-do or the children of the 
well-to-do who find loopholes to 
cash in on the program while 
the elderly and the moderate 
income families do without to 
stretch the inflated dollar. 


MR. SWOAP’S recom m enda­ 
tions include tightening of eligi­ 
bility requirements for college 
students who are receiving food 
stam p s, m ore acco u n tab ility 
and stricter control to insure 
that the stamps are reaching 
their proper destinations. 
The public must depend on 
state and county officials to 
crack down on abuses in this 
field because individual citizens 
are in no position to help spot 
violations. 


WHENEVER WE see others 
in the grocery line paying for 
cartloads of fruits, vegetables, 
and m eat with food stamps, we 
have a right to some assurance 
that they are more deserving 
than we of the public aid that 
we are helping to provide. 


Women Physically Unsuited 
For Patrolling Of Highways

Unfortunately for those who work sin­ 
cerely for equal pay for equal work as it 
applies to the sexes, the activists in the 
so-called womens liberation movements 
constantly seem to be engaged in at­ 
tempts to change what God created 
In failing to recognize that there are 
basic differences between man and wom­ 
an, which no human can legislate other­ 
wise, such activists more often harm 
than aid the cause of equal pay for equal 
work. 
For, with reckless abandon, they seek 
to install women in jobs which can best 
or only be filled by men 
Such an 
example is that of women seeking jobs as 
state traffic officers. 


THERE ARE PLACES in law enforce­ 
ment where women can perform as well 
as men, such as criminal identification 
and many types of investigations. Those 
doors should be wide open to the female 
sex. But when it comes to restraining 
violent, ruthless criminals, few women, if 
any. are physically or mentally suited. 
And, there are assignments in the 
Highway Patrol which can just as well be 
handled by women. Such things as weigh 
stations and auto safety inspections are 
among them. However, claiming women 
can function as highway patrolmen be­ 
cause of such assignments ignores the 
fact that those duties are below the 
qualifications of state traffic officers and 
should not now be performed by such 
highly paid personnel The patrol already 
has come to that conclusion regarding 
weigh stations and has nearly phased out 
the use of patrolmen in favor of lower 
paid civilian personnel. 


BUT IN THEIR basic job of patrolling 
the highways the awful fact is that the 
state traffic officer is constantly exposed

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to the hazard of confrontations with 
de.sperate armed criminals. Despite this 
the Patrol has been mandated by the 
legislature to launch a pilot program to 
determine the practicality of employing 
women as state traffic officers. 
To get things underway the Patrol 
recently held an examination to select 40 
women for the pilot program. Some 1400 
applicants participated in a written ex­ 
amination held exclusively for the wom­ 
en, followed by a physical fitness test. 
The physical test was not the same as 
that given to men. It was a special test, 
devised by the University as more suita­ 
ble for women. That in itself was a 
recognition that women are different and 
cannot be judged equally or expected to 
possess the same strength as men. 


THE VERY FACT that the written 
examination was held just for the women 
applicants thwarts the theory of equality. 
Since appointments to the patrol are 
made on the basis of those scoring the 
highest in a given test, true equality 
could only be demonstrated by having the 
men and women competing freely in the 
same exam at the same time. But, in 
demanding equality, the women want to 
be accorded special treatment. And that 
is the point which destroys their claims 
of equality. 
On the women s side there are few 
professions or occupations where a differ­ 
ence in sex has any relationshiy to the 
ability to do the job. And those choosing 
one to do the job should be blindfolded as 
to sex Women who attempt to force their 
way into those few jobs which are 
particularly and exclusively suited to 
men make themselves appear ridiculous 


FOR THOSE who need specific exam­ 
ples, a woman can serve as a judge, 
governor or president just as well as a 
man. But one would hardly advocate a 
woman attendant in a men’s room or a 
man cateringto the ladies in the sanctity 
of the powder room.

Cities Should Not 
Tax To Maximum 


Recently I read an article in the 
Independent-Journal in which the city 
manager of Larkspur criticized the coun­ 
ty assessor relative to estimates made by 
the assessor’s ofice of the assessed valua­ 
tion for the City of Larkspur 
Apparently the assessor's estimated 
assessed valuation was higher than they 
actual turned out to be. The result of this 
difference 
was that the City of Lark­ 
spur had to reduce its budget to coincide 
with levying the maximum tax rate times 
the actual assessed valuation. 
It seems to me that it is an irresponsi­ 
ble act for the City of Larkspur to 
attempt to set thier budget at the maxi­ 
mum amount allowable rather than at 
the amount actually needed to operate 
the City of Larkspur With approximately 
three-fourths of the Marin homeowners 
having been reassessed dramatically, the 
tax bills would be ‘‘out of sight” if every 
public entity followed the City of Lark­ 
spur's maximum-tax-rate approach. 
The current estimated assessed valua­ 
tion of Larkspur (after the correction) is 
9V2 per cent higher than the preceding 
year. Surely this should be enough to 
meet the required operating costs without 
further “socking it to the taxpayer.”

Big Labor's Political Funds 
Back Democratic Campaigns 


(Reprinted from The Detroit News) 


At a time of unparalleled public resent­ 
ment of special-interest pressures in U.S. 
politics, we learn that organized labor 
has poured more than $1 million into the 
1974 political campaigns and will bring 
another $5 million or more to bear as 
needed. 
This political fund, supplemented by 
“ educational” money provided from un­ 
ion dues and by the free services of union 
volunteers and political specialists, will 
go largely to the campaigns of Democrat­ 
ic candidates for the U.S. House and 
Senate. 
When you consider how deeply obligat­ 
ed to organized labor many Democratic 
candidates will be, if elected, you begin 
to understand what union leaders mean 
when they talk of their desire to see the 
country elect a “ veto-proof” Congress. 
A Congress so lopsided that it couldn’t 
be restrained by a presidential veto 
would be bad enough under any circum­ 
stances. It would be an absolute disaster 
if its majority were heavily indebted to a 
voracious and demanding special-interest 
group, such as the leadership of organ­ 
ized labor. 
The presidential veto is a valuable 
safeguard against congressional irrespon­ 
sibility; it gives the public a court of last 
resort against bad legislation; it helps 
preserve the principle of the separation 
of powers. 
Americans in recent months have been 


made aware, with vigorous help from 
congressional Democrats, of the hazards 
of irresponsible use of power. After 
witnessing that irresponsibility in the 
executive branch, will the country readi­ 
ly hand unbridled power to Congress? 
As the politicians of organized labor 
warm 
up their money machine, the 
Gallup Poll reports the percentage of 
Americans calling themselves Republi­ 
cans has fallen to an all-time low. In view 
of Watergate, this comes as no real 
surprise. The dirt on a handful of offend­ 
ers has rubbed off on an entire political 
party, smearing the innocent along with 
the guilty. 
Consequently, organized labor senses a 
rare opportunity which it intends to 
exploit to the full. Although most of the 
dropouts from the Republican Party have 
moved for the moment into the “inde­ 
pendent” column, they may well be ripe 
for the plucking by labor-backed Demo­ 
cratic candidates. 
Clearly, the GOP faces disaster unless 
in the coming months it can persuade the 
voters to distinguish between the Repub­ 
lican White House and that separate and 
distinct Republican Party which resides 
outside the White House gates. And if a 
GOP disaster ushers in a veto-proof 
Congress, the worst effects of that disas­ 
ter will be felt in time by the entire 
nation 


WASHINGTON - It was Rep. Lawr­ 
ence Hogan Jr. of Maryland who put in 
perspective the descent of the House 
judiciary committee into wrangle and 
pettifog after the first day of noble 
exposition. Now, he said, we’re letting 
the public see what our closed sessions 
have been like. 
Yet when the final vote came on Article 
1, the sense of solemn responsibility was 
restored. 
WHATEVER THE motives, the delay­ 
ing tactics of Rep. Charles W. Sandman 
Jr. of New Jersey and the others slowing 
action on what was inevitable from the 
first test vote did nothing to help Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s cause. The public has had 
Watergate right up to the neck. To wake 
up and discover one fine morning that it 
has gone away is the dream of most 
Americans. 
In the closed circle around the Presi­ 
dent there seems little or no understand­ 
ing of the public mood. As so often. White 
House tactics are self-defeating. 
The President’s counsel, Jam es St. 
Clair, in responding to the 8-to-0 Supreme 
Court decision, spoke of how monitoring 
the 64 tapes and readying them for the 
grand jury would be “time consuming.” 
It is fair to ask why these steps were not 
taken long before in preparation of just 
this eventuality. 


THE GRIM ORDEAL of impeachment 
still has months to go and that raises the 
question of how the House handles the 
case. 
If the articles of impeachment 
come to the floor with a rule permitting 
amendmerits, debate can go on for far 
more than the 60 to 100 hours which is the 
outside estimate. That will be true partic­ 
ularly if television in the House encour­ 
ages grandstanding for constituents back 
in the districts. 
The truly grim prospect is the appall­ 
ing length of time the process will take 
under the best of circumstances. From 
those anticipating a vote of impeachment 
in the House and trying to make the 
essential plans, here is a probable time­ 
table. 
SHORT OF stalling tactics, the House 
will meet the announced deadline and 
vote on Aug. 23. The Senate will then go 
immediately into executive session to 
confirm the housekeeping details. This 
includes seating of visitors and press, the 
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requirements of television and other mat­ 
ters governing the trial of a president for 
only the second time in history. 
Most important in the closed session 
will be the vote on the time granted the 
President to prepare his defense. Majori­ 
ty Leader Mike Mansfield puts this at a 
maximum of three weeks. Minority Lead­ 
er Hugh Scott believes it will be not less 
than four weeks. 


WITH THAT OUT of the way, the 
Senate in open televised session will hear 
the House managers, the term in the 
Constitution for the Representatives who 
will in effect be prosecutors, to present 
the formal charges. That will take per­ 
haps a full day. 
After an over-Labor Day recess the 
Senate comes back to normal business 
until both prosecution and defense have 
completed their respective cases. This 
means start of the actual trial on Oct. 1. 
Optimists, Mansfield among them, say a 
vote can come as early as Nov. 15. This 
allows for a three-dav recess for the Nov. 
5 election. 


THE PESSIMISTS, of whom Scott is 
one, are convinced the final vote on 
acquittal or conviction will be Dec. 15 or 
later. 
Hints are coming from White House 
strategists that if the vote comes after 
the election, the President's chances of 
acquittal are good. Senators defeated or 
Republicans newly elected for a six-year 
term would feel free to vote their party 
loyalty and free the beleaguered Presi­ 
dent. 
THUS THE President's neck might be 
saved so he could complete his term, 
thanks to two or three votes beyond the 
one-third required for acquittal. But the 
wholly cynical tactic of prolonging the 
ordeal, perhaps even into 1975, will com­ 
plete the distrust and disillusionment 
with all institutions of government. That 
is an intolerable price for keeping a 
crippled chief executive in office. 
Those who must conduct the business 
of the trial which now seems inevitable 
speak of it with dread and something like 
horror. It is a nightmare they had never 
contemplated. But they are honorable 
men and they mean to go through with 
their constitutional responsibilities to the 
bitter end 


White House Is Taking Pains 
To Avoid Impeachment Politics

WASHINGTON D C. - The White 
House has adopted a “ hands-off” policy 
toward members of the House and Sen­ 
ate, indicating its current frustrations in 
trying to cope with mounting impeach­ 
ment pressures. 
From sources deep within the adminis­ 
tration come these decisions: 
— To avoid even the appearance of 
White House “arm twisting” with either 
House or Senate members. Even friendly 
•good will” visits to members will be 
stopped — unless specifically tied in with 
an administration bill. 


— A SIMILAR “hands-off” policy will 
lie adopted on legislation that might 
please legislators who could be helpful in 
blocking impeachment or ouster. Time is 
running short. And the White House asks: 
what helps or hurts President Nixon 
most, pleasing conservatives or pleasing 
liberals in Congress? While “conserva­ 
tive” legislation may be helpful in the 
House it might be highly detrimental in 
the Senate. 
While “ hands-off” and some other 
sketchy plans are emerging from new 
discussions high within the adm inistra­ 
tion (perhaps a television address, per­ 
haps some more speeches around the 
country*, the White House so far seems to 
have been unable to shape a successful 
course for winning the necessary num-

IT IS NORMAL for the executive side 
to talk to and seem to persuade members 
of Congress to support administration- 
backed measures. The President’s aides 
bring “heavy guns” at times to help 
them with important legislation. 
Up to now there may have been little of 
such effort on the subject of impeach­ 
ment — although even observers in the 
Democratic National Committee say they 
cannot be certain this has been going on. 


BI T NOW. one White House aide says. 
“ From now on even the most polite 
contact on our part might well be misin­ 
terpreted — and it might boomerang. 
Even a friendly ‘hello’ now may well be 
viewed as impeachment politics.” 
The idea of pushing bills which anti­ 
impeachment, anti-ouster congressmen 
and senators might like was rejected in 
weeks past by White House strategists.

EARLIER, there were White House 
aides who saw the President’s future 
turning on what Republicans plus con­ 
servative Democrats would do on im­ 
peachment in the House.

But now White House thinking is focus­ 
ing on possible if not likely Senate 
impeachment action and this question is 
asked. What happens if we antagonize 
the “ liberal” Republicans in the Senate? 
Here the White House is thinking about 
Republicans in the “liberal” or “moder­ 
ate” bloc in the Senate, including Lowell 
Weicker, Charles Percy, Mark Hatfield, 
Robert Packwood, Charles Mathias, Clif­ 
ford Case, Edw ard Brooke, Milton 
Young, and Jacob Javits. 


SAID ONE INFORMANT on White 
House thinking. 
“These senators are 
already less than friendly with the Presi­ 
dent. But Nixon will need his Republi­ 
cans, or most of them, if he is going to 
avoid conviction. So he must not do 
anything more to irritate them .” 


Actually, if the White House sought to 
influence Congress through legislation 
during the last few months, such “im­ 
peachment politics” is difficult to trace 
with any certainty.

Fred Zelinsky Is Giving Up 
Piece-Meal Planning Method 


At last after many years, 
landowner Fred G. Zelinsky of 
Belvedere has come up with 
master plans for the 14 or so 
acres of land he owns in down­ 
town Tiburon. 


(City staff estimate that he 
owns about one-third of the 
remaining open property in the 
city’s central core). 


FOR A LONG time. Zelinsky 
has been a colorful and some­ 
times frustrating character for 
the city planning staff and com­ 
mission to work with. Like 
many, he seems to think that 
much of the red tape connected 
with building projects is unnec­ 
essary. According to the plan­ 
ning department, it was not 
unusual for him to come in of 
an afternoon with his plans 
sketched out on the back of a 
cocktail napkin or a skirt card­ 
board and announce that the 
bulldozers would be there short­ 
ly. 


Needless to say, he had many 
run-ins with the bureaucracy. 
A few months ago, the plan­ 
ning commission told him that 
he could no longer go on devel­ 
oping on a piecemeal basis — a 
building here, a building there. 


HE WOULD HAVE to bring 
in a total long range plan for all 
his property, just as Southern 
Pacific Railroad has done for 
its 36 acres in downtown Tib­ 
uron. 


The city council later modi­ 
fied that dictum and said Zelin­ 
sky could split his land into two 
projects — one for acreage 
north of Tiburon Boulevard and 
one for land to the south. 
So he has presented the plans 
for the two areas. Of course,
